trey-men to bear their yoak more im- 
patiently. So that it was reſolved that 
a Fort {hould be built in a place called 
Kudak. upon the Boriſthenes, a ſcituation 
very proper for thebrideling ofthe or 
ſacks, 1t being near the Porohz or Roc 

of the River which they nadeuſe of for 
their moſt ſecure Retreat. and becauſe 
thev did immediatcly mifiraſt Colonel 
Marion a Frenchman. wiom the General 
Kr [polsk; had left with two hundred 
men to build this Fort, he cauſed part of 
his Troops to winter there till it might 
be fit for defence. * he Coſſacks under- 
ſtanding well upon what defigne this Fort 
was built, took the Alarme at the firſt, 
and pathered themſelves together in the 
createſtnumber that they could, but en- 
tring at that very time when they had 
molt necd of union, into diſcord and di- 


{truſt 
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ſtruſt of their General Sawakonowicsz . 
after they had maſlacred him thev choſe 
one Parlucys in his place, a man of ſma] 
Conduct and Experience, and ſoon aftcr 
payed for the folly of their choiſe, bc- 
ing met withal by Marſhal Potock yabout 
Korſun, and having but few Horſe with 
them were cafily defeated, thoie who 
fed, caſt themſelves into Borowiis,which 
Potoski immediately befieged, and ſee- 
ing that the' place was not f:ir:iſhed 
with any manner of provili»1-. they 
were forcei to deliver into bis hands 
their General Parlucx: and four otl.e of 
their priac.pal Officers, wh» had their 
Heads cut off at Warſaw while the Dict 
was held there the year following, not- 
withſtanding that they had had their 
lives promiſed them, which the States 
would not then allow of, 


The loſs of their Generals was ſecond- 
ed by the loſs of their priviledges and 
the Town of Trethymirow granted to them 
formerly by King Stepherr, and at enzth 
alto by the ſuppreſiicn of their Militia, 
which the King of Pol nd Commanded 
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his Officers to change into a new frm, | 
fuch an one as might be more fit for 
obedience, 


Notwithſtanding theſe diſgraces they ; 
loſt not their courage at all, but did 
their utmoſt to maintain their liberty. {| 


of the war againſt General Potoskz, and | 
found themſelves confiderably weaken- ' 
ed by divers encounters, they intrenched | 
themſelves beyond the Boriſthenes, upon 
the River Stareza, and for more then 
two Months ſuſtained many aſlaults from * 
the Poles, who after having loſt many of Þ 
their own mep, were conſtrained to ca- | 
: pitulate with theſe deſperate people, and | 
to promiſe them that they ſhould be re- 
eſtabliſhedin their Priviledges and their 
Militia of fix thouſand men ſet on foot 
again as before, under the Command of | 
a General appointed by the King, but ' 
theſe Articles were not better kept with 
them then the former, and the moſt part 
of their men upon their going off, were 
either ſlain or plundered by the onters

After they had tried again the fortune | 
' 
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of the Poliſh Army 3 neither was their 
Militia reeſtabliſhed, but a new one was 


ſet up, their General being changed, and 
the true Coſſacks themſelves excluded, 


The Dammage which enſued upon 
this change was ſoon after very ſenſible, 
for the Tartars made an inroad two years 
after, entred a great way into the 
Ukrain, and deſtroyed the Territories 
about Pereaſiaw , Corſun and Wiſnowitsz, 
whither before this disbanding of the 
Coſſacks they were not wont to approach. 
They were therefore ſome time after ſet 
up again,and King Uladiſiavs, who made 
great account of this Militia in the war, 
which he intended to make. againſt the 
Turks and Tartars, was no {mall contri- 
burorto their total reeſtabliſhment, ma- 
king Bogdan Kmielniski, one of their 
own body, General over them, and with- 
a] increaſing their number. 


From all this difcourſe we may at pre- 
ſent infer, that the Cofſacks are rather a 
Militia then a Nation , as moſt have 
thought, and we cannot better compare 
them

them then to the free Archers formerly 
eſtabliſhed in France by Charles the VII. 
who were perſons fit for Arms choſen 
out of all the Towns of his Dominion, 
and who upon the firſt Orders from the 
King, were bound to meet at a general 
Rendezvous, and to ſerve in the wars; 
by which they were exempted from all 
Faxes and Impoſts. The Coſſacks are 
the ſame , choſen and liſted in R#{ſza, 
Volhinia and Podolia, and who enjoying 
many exemptions and priviledges, are 
in like manner bound to marc.; where- 
ſoever they are commanded 3; formerly 
they had no more then One onely Town 
for their retreat, as hath been 9Ircady 
obſerved, and the Poroh; of the Boriſthe- 
es, from whence they were called Za- 
poronski Coſſacks, and are hereby diltin- 
euiſhed . from the Cofſacks in Moſcovia 
and from thoſe upon the River Dox or 
Tandss. 


Porohi, 1s a Ruſſian term, ſignifying a 
rocky Stone; this River at fifty Leagues 


from the mouth of it, is croſſed with a 


ridge of Rocks, which maketh a kind of 


damme 
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damme or cataraf, and by this means 
rendreth the Navigation in thoſe parts 
impoſſible, and taketh away from 
Ukrainthe means of inriching it (elf by 
the Traffick which 1t might otherwife 
have with Conſtantinople for Corn and o- 
ther Merchandiles in which it abound- 
eth as much as any other Countrey in the 
world ; ſome of theſe Rocks are even 
with the water, others are above the 
water, the height of ſix, eight, and ten 
feet, and from this inequality there are 
in the River diverscaſcades or falls which 
* the Coſſacks themſelves doe not paſs but 
! with a great deal of danger; there are 
thirteen of theſe falls, ſome of which are 
| fourteen or fifteen foot high, when the 
| water islow. and it is as neceſlary for a 
true Zaporonski Coſſack to have paſled 
\ theſe falls, and to have made a voyage 
upon the Black Sea, as for a Knight of 
Malthabetore he come to the dignity of 
that Order, to have been in a Summers 
| Expedition againſt the Txrks. 


| Below the Porohi there are divers 
: Hhnds in the River Boriſthenes, and a-

mong(t others there 15one very remarks 
ab'e, fomewhat lower then the entrance 
of the River Czertomelik, compaſled a- 
bout with thouſands of cther little Iles, 
ſome of which are dry, others marſhy, 
and all of them covered with Reeds. in 


ſaeh manner as it is hard to perceive the 


Channels which ſeparate them; into 
this place, and into theſe windings and 
turnings the Coſſacks make their retreat, 
which they call their Skarbniſa,Woyrkowa, 
that 1s to ſay, the Treaſure of their Ar- 
my, and here they ſhut up their booty 
which they have taken in their Pyra- 
cies upon the Black Sea, the accceſs to 
this place is ſo difficult and dangerous, 
that many Turkiſþ Galleys in purſuing 
them thither, have becn loſt, and it 1s 
here that the Coſſacks hold their Rendez- 
vous before they put out to ſea. 


After their arrival they chooſe a Ge- 
neral to Condud& and Command them in 
their Expedition, and then fall to work 
about their Boats, which are about three- 
. feore foot long, and eleven or twelve 
foot broad, they have-no Kee), boy: _ 

| ullt 
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buiJt onely upon a bottom of Willow or 
Limetree, fided or raiſed with plancks, 
which they pin one into another ; the- 
better to ſteer them when they are forced 
to flye. they have two Oars or Skulls on 
purpoſe. their ſides are ſtrengthened with 
Roaps of Reeds, as thick as a Barrel, to 
fuſtain theſe Boats againſt the fury of 
the waves, they have ordinarily ten -or 
twelve Oars on each fide, and rowe ſwift- 
er then the Trkiſþ Galleys; they have 
but 2 bad ſail, and make uſe of it onely 
in fair weather, and chooſe rather to 
rowe when the wind is high 3 for their 
proviſions in their voyagethey take with 
them Biſcuit, patup in a Tunn, and as 
they have uſe for it. take it out at the 
bung : beſides this, they have a Barrel 
of boiled Millet, and another of Paſte 
mingled with water which they eat with 
the Millet, and it ſerves them both for 
meat and drink, and is counted by them 
a delitious diſh ; they carry no Aqua-vite 
nor other Strong-waters, for although 
they be as ſubjeft to drunkenneſs as any 
other Northern Nation, yet they are 
wonderfully foberin War, 

They 
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They meet ordinarily to the number 
of five or fix thouſand men; about three- 
ſcore of them are imployed to the ma- 
king of one Boat, and in three weeks 
time the whole company makes ready 
about fourſcore or an hundred; fifty or 
threeſcore men goe in each Boat, armed 


with five or {1x Faulcons, and every one |} 
with two Harquebuſes, and Powder and 


Ball ſufficient. Their Admiral hath a 
Flag upon his Maſt to diſtinguiſh him 


from the reſt, they rowe altogether | 


and ſo cloſe, that their Oars touch one 
another, they wait till the latter quar- 
ter of the Moon, to get out of the Ri- 
ver Boriſten es, that they may by the 
help of the obſcurity of ſome dark night, 
not be eyed by the Trkiſb Galleys who 
wait ordinarily at Oczakow, a Town 
of the Turks at the mouth of the River 
on purpoſe to obſerve them 3 ſo ſoon as 
they are diſcovered, all the Countrey 
1s in Alatme as far as Conſtantinople, from 
whence they diſpatch Couriers to all the 
coaſts of Natolia, Romelia and Bulgaria, 
that alt may ſtand upon their guard, but 
ſuch is the diligence and {wiftneſs of the 


Coſſacks, 
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Coſſicks, that they ordinarily prevent 
and outgoe the Couriers who are to 
bring news of their coming , knowing 
ſo well to taketheir opportunity by the 
{ time and ſeaſon, that they often get in- 
| to Natolia in theſpace of forty hours, 


| Whenthey meet with any Galley or 
{ Veſlel (which they diſcover better, and 
at a greater diſtance then they can be 
diſcovered ) their Boats being but two 
foot and an half above water) they ap- 
proach towards them till night, keeping 
at about a Leagues diſtance, and then 
well obſerving the place where they 
ſaw the veſlel, they begin to rowe aboat 
midnight with all their force, and en- 
compaſling it about,take it at unawares, 
it being impecſlible for a Veſlel beſet 
with ſuch a number of Boats all at once, 
to diſingage or defend itlelft; they take 
out the Money, Guns, and all the Mer- 
chandiſe which they can conveniently 
carry away, and afterwards fink the ſhip, 
they being not dextrous enough to car-, 
ry her off, but as they have this advan- 
tage by night over {hips and Galleys, 
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ſo they are at great diſadvantage by day, 
for theſe with their great Cannon ſhot 
ſcatterthem, and kill many of their men, 
and then eſpecially when they doe moſt 
vigorouſly proſecute their fight 3 from 
whence they oft bring back but halfe 
their equipage, though true it 1s, that 
they are ſeldom taken, by reaſon when 
they are purſued, they can retire into 
the Reeds or near the ſhoares, where 
the Galleys cannot come. The Grand 
Signior hath often complained of their 
Pyracies to the King of Poland, who ne- 
ver yet gave him any greater ſatisfaction 
for his Dammages, then he hath recei- 
ved from him, for the inroads of the 
Tartars, to whom their could never be 
raiſed up a more ſutable Enemy then 


theſe Coſſacks. 


As totheir manner of making war by 
Land, they are better Foot-men then 
Horſe, they ate patient, and laborious, 
obedient to their Commanders , and 
extremely dextrous at caſting up earth, 
and intrenching 3 and not onely ſo, but 


alſo aBanorher kind of ambulatory way

a Ditch or a ſmall baricado is able to 
ſtop them, it would be very difficule® 
in any other» Countrey to make an Ar- 
my march thus in the middle of Chari- 
ots,' there being few Countreys in the 
world fo flat and even asthat. 


The Countrey inhabited by the Cof- 
ſacks is called Ukrain, which ſignifies 
the Frontier, it extends it ſelf beyond 
Volbinia and Podolia, and maketh a -part 
of the Palatinates of K7ovia and Brac- 
law, ſome years fince they made them- 
ſelves Maſters of theſe Provinces, and 
of a part of black, Kuſſza, which they

being navigable, whereby to tranſport 
It ; they have all ſorts of Cattel, ando 
Game, and Fiſh in abundance, Honey, 
and Wax'in great quantity, Wood 
which ſerves them to build their Hou- 
ſes, they want nothing but Wine and 
Salt, the former they have out of Huz- 
gary, Tranſylvania, Walachia, and Molda- 
via, which their Beer and Mead and 4- 
quavite, madeout of Corn, and much 
loved by ther, doth ſupply them withz 
for their Salt, they are ſupplied with 
that from the Salt-works cf Yicli&#za 
near Cracow, or from Pokatia, which 1s 
2s A 
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a Countrey of Pelard, joyning to Trae 
ſlvaniaand Moldavia, where the watet 
| of moſtof the Wells is ſalt, and being 
h boiled, as they doe the white Salt in 

France, 1t 1s made up into little Cakes ; 
this Salt is very grateful to the taſte, 
but it ſalteth not ſo well as the Salt of 
Brouage 1n France. Allthe Houſesin this 
Countrey are of Wood, the ſame asin 

Moſcovy and in Poland, the Walls of the 
Towns are of Eatth, kept up by Stakes.

kay, Czehbrin, Kudak, , Jampol, at a paſ- 
ſage over the Nieſter, Braclaw upon the 
Bog, a Palatinacy, Winnicza, Human, |. 
Czernibow, Pereaſlaw, Lubnie, Pawoloiz, 
Chwaſtow , all theſe places have been 
fortified within theſe few years3 and 
the Sicur de Beanplan, a French Inge- 
nier in the ſervice of the Great Gene- 
'ral KEY; and to whom the pub- 
lick is obliged for two exact Maps 
which he hath madeof the Ukrair, hath 
delineated and traced the Fortifications 
of the molt part of theſe places, beſides 
which, there is not a Town or Habi- 
tation which hath not a Rampant, or 
18 not at leaſt defended with a Ditch 
to ſecure it ſelf againſt the aſſaults of 
the Tartars, who come often to.vilit} 
theſe Countreys, 


The Peaſants in Ukrair, and the 
neighbouring Provinces are like Slaves, 
the ſame as they are in almoſt all places 
of Poland, being forced to work three 
or four daysin the week for their Land- 
lords, 
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lords, and are charged beſides with ma- 
ny other duties, as of Corn and Fowl, 
for the Lands which they hold. and to 
pay the Tenth of Sheep and Hogs,and 
all Fruit, and to carry Wood and doe 


| divers other days works add to this 


the ill treatment which they receive 
from the Jews, who are Farmers of the 
Noblemens Lands, and who before the 
wars did exact all theſe Duties with 2 
great deal of rigor; and beſides that 
had Farmed out the Brewing of Beer, 
and the making of Strong-waters, (o 
that we need not wonder ſo much at 
their frequent revolting, and that in 
theſe laſt wars they diſputed and de- 
fended their liberty withſo much obſti- 
nacy; for this ſevere ſervitude hathdiſ- 
cloſed all theſe brave Zaporowskz Coſ- 
ſacks, whoſe number is much increaſed 
of late years, through the diſpair into 
which, the ſeverity of the Gentlemen 
and the Jews, caſt the people of this 
Frontier, which hath conſtrained them 
to ſeek their Liberties, or the end of 
their Miſeries among the reſt, 
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The inhabitants of Vkraiz, who are 
all at preſent called Cofſacks, and glory 
in carrying that name, are of a good 
ſtature, adive, (trong, and dextrousin 
what they doe, liberal, and little ca- 
ring to gather Riches, great lovers of 
Liberty, and that cannot ſuffer any 
yoak ; unwearied, bold and brave, but 
very great drunkards; perfidious and 
treacherous 3 they delight in Hunting 
and Fiſhing, and 1n all Arts neceſſary 
to a Countrey-life, and 'to war, they 
have alſo this peculiar Art, that they 
underſtand beſt how to prepare Salt-pe- 
ter with which their Countrey abound- 
eth, and from whence great quantity 
is tranſported into divers places of Ex- 
ropez they carry much of it to Daxt- 
zick where the Hol/anders and other 
Nations receive it. 


This Countrey is very much incam- 
modated with Flies, which ſting ſo fierce- 
ly- in Summex,',as to make their faceg 
all ſwelled , who doe not lie under a 
Kind of Net made like a ſoldiers Hyt, 
covered with a cotton Cloth: tucked in 
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onthe fides, and hanging down half a 
foot below the Bed, ſo that there may 
be left no place open : but they are 
much more infeſted with Locuſts which 
come in ſome years, eſpecially in very 
dry ſeaſons; they are brought by an 
Eaſt or Sontheaſt wind out of Tartary, 
Carcaſſzta, and Mengrelia, which Coun- 
treys are ſcarce ever free from themz 
they come in clouds of five or fix 
Leagues long,and three or four Leagues 
broad, and darken the Airjn ſuch ſort, 
that the moſt clear weather becomes 
dusky 3 whereſoever they ſtay, they 
reap all the Corn in leſs then two hours 
time, though it be but green : theſe 
Inſes live but fix months ; in the pla- 
ces where they ſtay; in Autumz they lay 
their Eggs, every one 'about three 
hundred, and in the. following ſpring 
they are hatched, and if the weather 
be drie, turn into ſo many Locuſts, the 
great Rains kill them,and by this means 
this Countrey 1s delivered from that 
ſcourge, or elle by the North and North- . 
weſt winds, which drive them into the 
Black ſea, when they are newly hatch- 
B 4 ed, 
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ed, andare not yet turned into Flies, 
they creep into Houſes, into Beds, up- 
on- the Tables, and upon the Meat, ſa 
that they cannot eat without ſwallow- 
ing ſome of them: in the night they 
fall down into the high-ways and fields, 
which. axe ſometimes. covered with 
them, and when a Chariot comes to 
paſs over them, they ſend forth an ins 
tolerablg ill ſmel}, 


The Ruſſzans and Coſſacks are afflicted 
with a diſeaſe called by the Phyſitians, 
Plica, and in the language of the Coun- 
- trey Goſcheſt, they whoare ſeized with 


it, looſe the uſe of thew Limbs, as Para- 


litical perforis doe, feeling great pains 
in, their Nerves ; this is followed by a 
eat ſwear in their Head, and after 


t, their Hair is all glued together, 


at which time the palſie leaveth them, 
but their Hayr remaineth wreathed and 


in Elves-locks; this difeaſe which is 
incident to 'Horles as well as Men, . is 
thought incurable in that Countrey, but:

The Fathers which they fol- 
low, are $. Bazile, $. Gregory Nazianzen, 
8, Chryſoftome 3 they read alſo the Mo- 
rals of 8. Gregory the Great, and having 
a great opinion of their Santtity, they 
hold in great Veneration all the Popes 
who were before the Seventh Council, 
They celebrate their Liturgy in Greece, 
and in MNatolia in the antient Greek 
Language, but the Auſcovites and Ruſe 
(tans have it in their own, yet they al- 
ſo mix ſome Greek Hymnes with it, 
they conſecrate with leavened Bread, 
and think it ſtrange that the Roman 
Prieſts ſhould make uſe of unleagened, 
and ſhould imitate the Jews in ti, and 
yet not retain their Sabboth or Circum- 
cifion : beſides, they ſay it is expreſly 
{et down in the Goſpel, That our Savi- 
our at the laſt Supper took Bread, which 
cannot be taken for unleavened Bread, 


forl 
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for the Jews cat not of that but at the 
Paſsover, and ſtanding , when on the 
contrary, Our Lord at the inſtitution 
of the laſt Supper, ſate down, or rather 
laid down with the Apoſtles, recumben- 
tibus duodecem, &c, and whence they 
conclude that he did not then keep the 
Paſsover , but that it was ſome other 
repaſt: They invoke Saints and An- 
gelsas thoſe of the Rozwar Church doe, 
and the bleſſed Virgin and the Apoſtles, 
whoſe Feſtivals they ſolemnize; and 
the Rvſſrans, principally that of S. Ni- 
cholas of Myrea, whom they particu- 
larly adore. 


Their Baptiſme, Confeſſion, Magri- 
age, Ordination of their Prieſts, and 
their extreme UnCtion,differ little from 
the Latings, the difference which there 
is in the FExchariſt is, that the people 
communicate in both kings, and that 
the Sacrament is adminiſtred to Chil- 
dren of three years old, they have 
their Hoſtia's apart for the ſick, which 
they conſecrate in the Holy week. 


Their 
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Their Faſts are more frequent and 
more anftere then ours, they abſtain 
not onely from Fleſh, but from Butter, | 
Milk, Cheeſe, Eggs, and Fiſh alſo, li- 
ving onely upon Cabbage, parſnips, 
+ +. na and Pulſe; there are fome | 
alſo ſo devout that they content them- 
{elves with Bread and Water,excepting 
Saturdays and Sundays, yet for all this 
the Mnſcovitesare often drunk in their 
Lents, and doe not believe any more 
then the Polanders, that exceſiive drink- 
ing doth any way break their Faſts; 
they have four Faſts in the year, the 
firſt anſwereth to our Lext, and laſts 
ſeven weeks the ſecond beginneth 
frgm the 0Tave after Whitſantide,'and 
ends at the /Vigils of $, Peter and S. Pant; 
the third from the firſt of Axgyſt to the 
Aſſumption of the bleſſed Virgin 3, and 
the laſt is during the Advent, which be- 
ginneth fifteen days ſooner then that of 
the Church of Kozze, they obſerve the 
ſame abſtinence on Wedneſdays and Fri- 
days ; there are'very few points in which 

the Ryſſian and Greek, Church differ, 
_ they holding the ſame ATE and 
| OUr- 
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fourſcore years ſince did acknowledge 
the Patriarch of Conſtantinople, ſince 
which time the Great Duke of Miſcovy 
hath thought firto nominate the Arch- 
biſhop of Moſco, upon which nomina- 
tion he 1s conſecrated by two or three 


of his Suffragans. The Biſhops of Black, 


Ruſſia or Southern Ruſſia did fince that 
ſet up a Church apart, and ſeeing the 
progreſs of the diviſions which Luther 
and Calviz had:made in their reſpective 
Countreys, they determined in a Sy- 
nod which they held for the ſuſtaining 
of themſelves, to re-eſtabliſh the union 
of their Church with the Rowan Catho- 
lick,, and to this 1mtent,in the year 1595. 
they deputed two, and fent them to 
Rome,whoin the name ofthe Churches 
of Black, Ruſſza , preſented in writing a 
confeſſion of Faith conformable tothe 
belief of the Council of Trezt.after that 
they had ſtipulated that they ſhonld re- 
tain the Ceremonies ofthe Greek Church 
uſed when the union was made with the 
Latine at the Council of Florence, but 
they are ſince fallen off,

"7 are two great Nations in 

the world, who live very much 
after the ſame manner, are of the ſame 
Religion, and pretend to the ſame ori- 
ginal; theſe are the Arabs and the Tar- 
ztars, the firſt living in part of Afia 
and of Africa, and the latter poſleffing 
all the Northern Regions of Aſia, and 
extending their Territories into Ex+ 
rope: ſome of theſe are more civilized 
then the others, have Towns and Lite« 
rature, and improve their knowledge 
in 
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| in Arts andSciences, but the moſt part 
of them live a wandring life up and 
down in the Fields and Plains.in Tents 
or Sheds, 'orelſe contented to have no 
other covering but the Heaven, not 
additing themſelves to Agriculture, 
but delight in Hunting, Fighting, Rob+ 
bing, and havelittle other Riches then 
their Heards and Flocks.

Taurica Cherſoneſus , hath received the 
name of Precopenſis, from a Town cal- 
led' Przecop, ſcituated' in the 1ſimms of 
the Peninſula. Przecop in the Sclavovi- 
ar Language, ſignifying a place ditch- 
ed or diggedz there bemg- a Ditchy 
which cutteth through © this neck of 
Land 3 it is called alſo Cri##, from one 
of its principal Towns ofthat name. 


The Tarr; were the antient. inhabi- 
tants, and gave name to this Countrey, 
many 'Greek, Colonies came:thither -af- 
terwards, and then ſome Hordes ofthe 
Tartdrs who'came out from 'about the 
Caſpian Sea, andafter they had harra- 
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ſed a part of 4fia and paſſed the Yolga, 
did at length fall into this Countrey, 
and take poſſeſſion of it all, about 460. 
ears ſince, except Cafſa and ſome other 
orts which remained in the hands of 
the Genoeſes fromthe year one thouſand 
two hundred and fixty fix, till bne 
thouſand four hundred and ſeventy 
four, when Mahomet the ſecond Em- 
peror of the Tzrks took it from them. 


Taurica Cherſoneſas is about fifty 
Leagues long, and in ſome parts thirty 
Leagues broad, in othersleſs , but the 
leſſer Tartary is ofa greater extent, 
comprehending Budziak, which is a 
Countrey lying between the Nieſter and 
the Boriſthenes, as far as the Doz or Ta- 
24is, and all along the Sea of Elle Zaq- 
bacche, or Palais Meotis, 


There are no Towns nor yet Villa- 
ges, but in the Cherſoneſas,the reſt being 


only incultivated Plains, yet of them- | 


felves very fruitful, and the Tartars 
encamp up and down in them as the 
find more or Jeſs forrage, and makeu -

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of their Huts, and their travelling 
ſheds, onely in the winter to defend 
themſelves againſt the great cold and 
ſnow, which we mean alfo of thoſe 
onely who are left to keep the Herds 
and Flocks; as for the reſt they are 
ordinarily employed about this time, 
when the Rivers and Marſhes are fro- 
zen up, to makethei; inroads, and plun- 
der in Vkrazr, and upon the frontiers 
of Moſcovy.

As to their Morals, there are 
very few Nations to be found leſs viti- 
ous, for beſides their continence, they

of Poliſh priſoners, whieh they exe- 
cute © punCtually, or return themſelye 
not failinga minute 5 and I have obſer. 
ved that the Poliſh Gentlemen doe: ra-

yered by the Coſ/acks, ' whoalways keep 
Centry and. Watch, and:are-ont upon 
P3Fties to hear:news :ofithemy/.and-fo 
to allaxm the Countrey. That wR_ 
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moſt ſurpriſing is, That in the middle 
of winter they incamp without fire, for 
fear of being diſcovered, and eat lit- 
tle bur Hotſefleſh ſtewed under their 
Saddles; when they are arrived at 
thoſe places where they intended, whi- 
ther it be in Vkrain or elſewhere, their 
Generals let looſe one &hird part of

them but witha thouſand men, march-

The Tartars fight not -but in great 
Troops of two. three, or four thouſand 
Horſe, and ſeldom give battle but when 
they are muchthe ſtronger, and when 
their. Army 18: forced -and'broken up 
by.the enemy,they ſcatter and diſperſe 
themſelves ita {o many little Troops, 
that the Polauders  and..Gererans, who 
march cloſe: and-by ſquadrons,. knoy: 
not which to.{et;upon in their retreats 
they ſhoot their Arrows 'from-behind 
them, with {ich exaQtneſs -ks to: _bit 
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thoſe who'purſue them attwo hundred 
paces diſtance,- and at a quarter of a 
League from thence rally their forces 
again and return preſently to charge3 
this they repeat often, it being their 
manner of fighting, butit is onely thus, 
when they are the greateſt number, 
for otherwiſe when they once run, itis 
full ſpeed, and not to return again, and 
it is difficult to. ſurpriſe them , they 
keeping ſtrict watch all - night, not 
ealteto defeat them,unleſs it be in Come 
ſtreight, or upon ſome paſs of a River.. 


The priſoners which they take, they 
make Slaves andſell them to the Mer-- 
chants of Conſtantinople and: Caffa, and 
other places of the Eaſt, who either, 
keep them to wait upon themſelves, 
or to look after their Cattle, or till the 
Graund, entertaining with the fame 
face as'we have formerly ſpoken of, as 
divers Poliſh and French Officers have' 
related unto. me; amongſt others, Lien- 
tenant-Colloael Nicola, and Captain 
Croyſtade, who moſt unfortunately fell 
into their hands; but the Poles are e- 
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ven withthem, for except thoſe Chil- 
dren whom they chooſe to wait upon 
them, and Baptize and inſtruft in the 
Chriſtian Religion , or fome Mirza 
which they ſhut up and treat well e- 
nongh, and hope toexchange for ſome 
Poliſh Nobleman , priſoner 1n Tartary 
the reſt are kept as Slaves, having al- 
ways Irons upan their feet, and are 
made uſe of as Beaſts to carry all man- 
ner of burthens, Lime, Brick. and all 
other materials for building, Wood for 
their Kitchins and Chambers. and to 
make clean their Houſes, and Plough, 
and other labors, being always follow - 
ed. by one who keeps them to their 
work, yet theſe poor people get ſome 
timeto make Whips, which they ſell 
and buy proviſions with the Money, 
their ordinary allowance being onely 
Bread and Water , unlefs when they 
get a dead Horſe; when .I was at War- 
ſew, I had opportunity to take notice 
oor three hundred of them, who 
lived after this manner, either under the 
King, or ſame great Polz/b Nobleman,

the German Empire, the Knights 
of the T entenick Order, ſince their eſta- 
bliſhment in Pruſſia, often backed by 
German Forces; the Tartars who have 
made frequent incurſions, and ſome- 
times traverſed the Countrey from one 
end- to the other. The Turks whocame 
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in the year 1621. to Choczin upon the

- - Bogdan Kmielnishi was the firſt ſpark 
which kindled this fire, and the hinge 
upon' whom this war moved, he was 
born a Gentleman, ſon to the Podſtar- 
roſte of a Poliſh General , being inrol- 
led young in the Coſſackian Militia 3 
from a private ſoldier he attained by 
degrees to the charge of a'Captain, 
and was deputed from this Militta to 
the Diets of Polayd, was afterwards

out of Crimea, and judged Kmielniskz, 
worthy to Command the Coſſackjian Ar- 
my, of which he made very great ac- 
count, eſpecially in this. expedition 4 
but the Kings deſigne not being ſecond» 
ed by the .Chriſtiaz Princes, who were 
employed otherwite, nor by the YVeretz- 
2ns themſelves, upon whoſe afhiſtance 
he did very much depend, and on the 
other fide the States of Poland being 
jealous of his raiſing forces, he wag 
obliged to. disband and pay off his 
Troops with a good. part of his Queens 
Dowry. Kmielniskz was by: this means 
out of ſervice, yet ſoon found occaſi- 
on of imploying himſelf upon a Giſ- 
pate which happened about his Eſtate, 
between him: and Czeplinickj, Lieute»: 
nant to:.Konidpolki, Great enligne! of 
the. Crawn, and was the more exaſÞe-. 
| rate 
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rated by the ill treatment which his own 
Wife and Son received, who inthe ſtrife 
happened to be ſtruck with a Cudgel : 
he was not long before he returned the 
injury, for diſcovering that the Rxſſes 
were diſpoſed to ſet themſelves free, 


and could no longer reliſh that peace, 


which inſtead of procuring them repoſe, 
gave a preater opportunity to their 
Noblemen to keep them in ſervitude 
and oppreſſion 3 hevery well managed 
their diſcontents, and aſſured himſelf 
of the Coſlacks, retiring himſelf about 
the beginning of the year «1648, to- 
wards the Porohz, or Ifles of the Boriſt- 
henes, there to fortify and put himſelf 
in defence againſt any affault of the

Some thought, and with great pro- 
bability, that King Uladiſians , being 
willing to take in hand again the de-

not faithfully reported what they knew 
of it 3 inſomuch, that the Coſſacks and 
Tartirs arrived at the Kings Camp with- 
out being any ways diſcovered , bei 
aſſiſted therein by the Woods, the thi 
Miſts, and the negligence of their ene- 
my. Nay , Kmielnisk; himſelf found 
means to enter mto the Town of Zbo- 
row, and there to conſider at his lej- 
ſure the poſture of the Poliſh Army. 
And no ſooner were the Poles gotten 
over the Caufeys and Bridges , which 
are in the Marſhes about the Town, 
and began to put themſelves in order, 
bur they found that they were on a 
ſudden charged by the Coſſacks and Tar-

The Conference being accepted of 
by his Majeſty of Poland, and the place 
appointed between both the Armies, 
The Vizier and the Great Chancellor 
Oſſolinski, met according to appoint» 
ment.

ſuſpenſion of Arms granted thoughin- 
terrupted by ſome hoſtilities 3 the next 


day which was the ſeventeenth of 4«- 
1 guſt 
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gyſt the Plenipotentiaries returned to 
the ſame place of Conference, each ac + 
companied with two others. The Chan- 
cellor of Poland took with himthe Pa- 
ltine of K3ov3a, and the Vice-Chancel- 
lor of Lithuania. The Viſier brought 
Sieferkaz and Sulimaz, Aga, to whom 
Kmielniskz was joyned, to defire a Bill 
of Oblivion for himſelf. His Coſſacks, 
and the reyolted Peaſants, and that they

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In execution of which Articles, the 
General coming before the King fell 
upon his knees, and with tears in his 
eyes, made along diſcourſe, expreſſing 
himſelf how he had much rather ap- 
peared in his preſence, to receive his 
approbation for ſome conſiderable fer- 
vice doneto his Majeſty, and the State, 
then thus ſtained with ſo much 
Blood. But fince that the deſtinies, had 
diſpoſed it otherwiſe, he came to im- 
plore his clemency; and inall humility, 
the forgiveneſs of his faults, promiſing 
to repair them by his future condutt. 
The King anſwered him by the Vice- 
chancellor of Lithxania , That the Re- 
pentance of his Subjects was more ac- 
ceptableto him, thentheir puniſhment 3 
and that he did heartily forgive what 
was paſled, if he would efface the 
crime which he had committed by his 
future Zeal and Fidelity to his Coun- 
trey, 


' Aﬀter this action, Kmielniski and the 


Cham cauſed their Forces to retire , 
G3 and 
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and the King extreamly happy in eſcap. 


ing ſogreat a danger, at ſo eafje a rate, 
went with the Poliſþ Army to Gliniani, 
and afterwards to Leopold, 


Thoſe Forces intrenched at Zbara, 
reduced to thoſe extremities which you 
have already heard of, maintained 
themſeives all along , rather by rage 
and deſpair, then any hope of help. 

The Inhabitants of that Town, not 
being ableto ſuffer the utmoſt extremi- 
ty of Famine , were ready either to 
burn the Town, or deliver 1t up tothe 
enemy 5 but the vigilance of the Po- 
landers having hindred the execution 
of this tragick deſign, they much follt- 
cited to be let out, which was onely 
granted to their Wives and Children ; 
neither were they able to keep their 
retreat undiſcovered, but fell fir{t into 
the hands of the Poliſh Soldiers, who 
abuſed themas they pleaſed, and after- 
wards of the Tartars, who led this un- 
fortunate Troop into captivity toge- 
ther with fome Servants of the Army 
who had followed them. : 
The 
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The One and twentieth of Argui?, 
the Coſſacks ſent the firſt news to the 
beſieged of the Peace concluded at 
Zborow , which was believed by ſome, 
but called in queſtion by moſt; who 
feared they might not be comprehend- 
ed in that Treaty 3 they were confirm- 
ed in this opmion by a Trumpet, who 
had: the boldneſs to proclaim the ſame 
upon his own accord ; and it had coſt 


him his life, 1f oneof the Generals had 


not interceded for him : Afterwards 
there came a Letter from Kmiel»3ski, in 
which, he aflured the befieged of their 
Deliverance upon the payment of a 
certain ſum to the Turtars ; but the Ge- 
nerals would not accept of this condi- 
tion, and openly declared, that ſince 
Kmielnzski was obliged to draw off his 
Forces, he ought to do it 3 and for the 
Tartars,, if they would remain where 
they were,they might do ſo if they plea- 
ſed. In the end, a more faithful and 
joyful Meſſage was brought them, with 
a Letter by Colonel Miner from the 
King, toaflure them of their Liberties 
G 4 with- 
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without any conditions, together with 


the diſpoſal of the Palatinate of Seu- 


dowire , vacant by the Death of the} Pe 


Duke of Zaſlaw, with which his Majeſty 
would gratifie the ſervices of General 
Firley, The Prince Wiſnowitskje- was 
preſented with the Starroſty of Premiſii, 
the Duke of 0ſtrog with that of Nef- 
ſewitz, Landskoronski with that of Stob- 
itz, and the Palatinate of Braclaw, 


All theſe recompenſes, although very 
conliderable, yet were they inferior to 
that valor and hero'cal Conſtancy 5 of 
which, all theſe great perſonshad given 
ſuch fair proofs, during thoſe two 
Moneths which they were beſieged , 
and continually aflaulted in Zbars. 


Neither was Providence leſs favor- 
able to the Polanders in Lithuania, then 
in Ruſſza, where two of their Armies 
were, as it were, led by the hand out 
of a danger 3 wherein according to all 
humane appearance , they muſt have 
periſhed, 
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The Rebellion of the Cofſacks and 
Peaſants ſpred it ſelf in the beginning 
of the War, with ſo much more eaſe in- 
to Lithuania, by reaſon that the Inhabi- 
tants of that Countrey, are more con- 
formable in their Manners and Reli- 
gion with the Ryſſes, 


The Coſſacks, entring at two places, 
had made their inrodes into Poleſca, a 
Countrey full of Woodsand Bogs, and 
which makes a part of the Palatinates 
of Kiovie and Yolhinia , and by trea- 
chery had ſeiſed upon the Inhabitants 
of Starodub and Homel, people who had 
favored their irruption. Colonel Patz 
and Volowitz, 'and afterward Prince Ja- 


| ws Radzevil, General of Samogitia, 


and Field-Marſhal of Lithzania, oppo- 
ſed their deſigns as well as they could, 
with the Nobility of oOrſa 3 the Garri- 
ſon of Bichova, and ſome other Forces 
eathered together; but the aſſiſtance of 
the State came very (lowly, and Prince 
Radzevil being .ſent for to the Diet. 


The Rebels made ufe of this —_ 
| O 
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of his abſence, and ſet upon Sluczk, 
a Town belonging to Prince Bogiſiaws 
Radzevil, Great Maſter of the Horſe of 
Lithuania. $oſnowskz, who was Gover- 
nor of it, defended it bravely againſ 
them 3 and Horsch, Governor of Ora, 
defeated Fifteen hundred Men at Cze-f 
resko , and Mirskz, Major General off , 

{ 


the Lithuanian Army. retook from them 
Prinskg, a populous Town, and the Seat 
of a Greek: Biſhop, which they had 
made themſelves Maſters of, by the 
treachery of the Inhabitants. Hladk 
one of the Principal Commanders of 
the Cofſacks, who was within to defend 
it, was flain; and becauſe this place 
was one of their principal retreats, it 
was ſacked and burnt to aſhes to ſerve 
for an example. 


Prince Radzevil returning from the 
Election of the King of Poland , al- 
though the ſeaſon of the year was very 
unfit for War; after that he had redu- 
ced onely by the fame' of his approach; 
the Towns of Turow and Grodek,, went 
and laid down before 2Mozyr, which 
being 
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A, being defended for ſome days very ob- 


ſtinately, was taken by ſtorm by Gar- 
chowskz, Lieutenant Colonel mm Radze- 
"| oils Regiment, and Michnenks, one of 
the chief of the Rebels, being taken 
therein, the Prince commanded he

From thence he marched with his 
| Forces towards the Rrver Berezina, 
where he attacked Bobrozsko ; the In- 
habitants were received 1nto grace, up- 
on condition, That they would deliver 
up their Arms; and thoſe among them, 
who had been the Authors of this In- 
ſurretion, or who had made a League 
with the Cofſacks 3 which coming to the 
knowledge of thole who were to be 
delivered up, they retreated into a 
Tower, and et it on fire, preferring this 
voluntary death,before that with which 
the Conqueror threatned them.

Helia Holotd to renew the War withfj - 
Ten thouſand Men, to whom many 
Rebellious Peaſants were to joyn them- 
ſelves. This General thought to ſur- 
priſe part of the Lithuanian Army in 
their Winter-quarters at Zahal,upon the 
River of Pripecz ; but Radzevil's For- 
ces gathering together in haſte put 
them to flight, and drove them into a 
Marſh, where he and his Army periſhed. 
Stephen Podobaylo was ſubſtituted in his 
place by Kmielniskz, who gave him or- 
der to intrench himſelf between the 
Boriithenes, and the River of Zula, 
which he did, and ſet fire on Loiows- 
grod, leaſt it ſhould ſerve for a place of 
retreat to the Lithuanians : Yet Gozi- 
exskz (etting forward with ſome Troops 
tooppole his deſigns, having ſent ſome 
Foot down the BorzSthenes, ſeiſed on a 
place capable of incominodating him 
| very 
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very much. After this Kmelnzskz (ent 
again into Lithuania Thirty thouſand 
Men, under the Command of Crziezexs- 
ki, a Poliſh Gentleman. 


This Commander had procured Kmi- 
elniskz liberty, when he had beentaken 
by the Poles, and had received the 
ſame favor from him again ; the laſt 
year, after the defeat of the Poliſh Ar- 
my at Carſun, and the favorable enter- 
tainment he received, together with 
the fortunate poſture of Kmielniskz's 
affairs, engaged himin his ſervice. - Be- 
ing therefore entred into Lithuama, af- 
ter he had paſſed thePripecz, he made 
as if he would befiege Rzeczicza, a 
Town very advantagiouſly ſeated 3 but 
marched direqly againſt Prince Rad- 
zevil's Army, imaging upon the advice 
that was given him, That this Prince 
had ſent out ſome Regiments, he might 
eaſily force the reſt, and came very near 
before they had news of his march. But 
Chodorkowitz went out with ſome 
Horſe. at the firſt noiſe of them, and be- 
ing backed with Four hundred Foot, 
com-

commanded by Podlek and Jarkzewitz, 
he oppoſed himſelf againſt the firſt 
Onſet of the Cofſacks3 and receiving 
divers charges from them , the reſt of 
the Troops had leiſure to put them- 
{elves in Bataglia : And atlength Gor- 
ziexsk; and Nreewarowitz,, with the Huſ- 
ſars forced the Left-wing of the Ene- 
- my 1ato a Wood , where at firſt they 
made a great firing, and overthrew di- 
vers who advanced too far; but at 
laſt, being conſtrained to retreat far- 
ther in, they werenot in condition to 
fight any longer. 


In the mean time , ſome Squadrons, 
which the heat of the engagement had 
drawn out too far, were incompaſled 
inby the Coſſacks, and ready to be cut 
in pieces, if that Komorowkz , whom 
Prince Kadzevil had ſent before with a 
thouſand Men to diſcover and take pri- 
{oners, had not happily come in and 
diſingaged them. He thatcomnianded 
the Right-wing of the Coſſacks , ſeeing 
this Recruit, and apprehending that it 
might be followed by a greater, and 
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that ſome Ambuſh was preparing for 
him retreated alſo into the Wood, and 
wherein he thought himſelf not ſecure 
enough, till he had intrenched himſelf. 
While theſe things were doing , the 
Coſſackjan General Podobailo, who was 
coming to the relief of Crziezexsk; with 
Twelve thouſand Men, paſſed the Bo- 
r:#thenes in Boats: Andlit is certain, if 
he had arrived a little ſooner, and be- 
fore the other Troops had been broken, 
the Lithnanian Army had been in ex- 
tream danger 3 but the Forces of Podo- 
bazlo were ſcarce half pafſed over, and 
had begun to intrench themſelves, 
when Prince Radzevil marched direCt- 
ly towards them , . and after a fierce 
charge, put them tothe rout, and drove 
them into the River,' So that beſides - 
Three or four hundred which ſaved 
themſelves by ſwimming, Four thou- 
land five hundred of them were either 
Kled or drowned. Colonel Tiſenhaxſer,, 
Nold, and Fechtman, with their Germans, 
ell upon the reſt of Podobailo's Forces, 
who with their Tabor went to joynthem- 
felyes to Crzjezexki. 

This 
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This General coming out of the 
Wood, wherein he had retreated tore- 
ceive them, was preſently wedged in 
again by the Huſſars, and forced toin- 
trench in haſte with Arms of Trees bro- 
ken off, or any thing that came to hand; 
even with dead bodies. And having 
underſtood that night by his Spies, that 
Prince Kadzevil prepared for a new at- 
tack the next morning, he retreated in 
all haſte ; leaving the heavieſt of his 
Baggage behind him, and he himſelf be- 
ing wounded in many places, was left 
by the way, and fell into thehands of 
the Lithuanians, and died ſome time af- 
ter in their Camp, Notwithſtandin 
this ſhock, the War was kindled ſti 
more fiercely, and many thouſand Coſ- 
ſacks had paſſed the Pripecs at Babica, 
- to make a new irruption into Lithuania, 
and to reinforce their party when the 
peace at Zborow was concluded. In exe- 
cution of which Treaty, the Coſſacks 


were called back out df this Country as 


well as out of Poland.

He King of Poland returning to 
BY MWarſew, in the midſtof the Ac- 
clamations of his People, who 
could not ſufficiently expreſs their joy 
and acknowledgmentsto him, for what 
hehad done for the preſervation of the 


Kingdom 3 : apphed himſelf with all 


| diligence in the Diet, which he held 


towards the end of the'year, to the 
eſtabliſhment of the Peace lately con- 
cluded with the Tartars and Coſſacks. 
H The 
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The reſult of this Diet, which ended 
the Twelfth of Jarxary, One thouſand 
ſix hundred and fifty, was, That all the 
Poliſh Soldiers ſhould be 1mmediately 
ſatisfied : That the Army which had 
been ſhut up.at Zbaras, in confderation 
-Fhgir great ſervices, ſhould receive 
ree payments extraordinary , there 
ſhould be Twelve thouſand Men in 
continual pay for the Guard of the 
Frontiers : Thatthe Articles concluded 
on, between the King, and the Coſſacks 
and Tartars at Zboyow ,' ſhould be con- 
firmed : That thxee of the Caſſackian 
Gentlemen ſhonld be admitted'to Pub- 
lick Offices : And that for the ſupply of 
theſe great expences,. there ſhould S 
ney Impoſt laid-upon-all Poland and Li- 
thraniaz-and Ciltoms upon Merchan- 
diſcs. granted to his Majeſty, for his 
Signal Exploits m the laſt Campagnia. 


{{;It was alſo thought fit- to eſtabliſh a 
Senator at Kaovia, to be vigilant, near at 
hand, over the Attions of the Cofſacks, 
and to decide-the differences which 
might ariſe in performance of the Trea- 


ty.

ty. Adam Kiſtel, appointed a while af- 
ter, tobe Governor of that Town, was 
thought to be a perſon moſt able to ac- 
quit himſelf worthily in that charge, 
ind to regiſter the Forty thouſand Men, 
of which the Coſſackian Army was th 
conſiſt, according to the laſt Treaty , 
and to give them their neceſſary 1n- 
ſructions. 


Kmielnis kj obſerved this Peace almoſt 
ayear, and teſtified in all appearance 
hisgood intentions 3 but apprehending 
lealt the Polanders whom he had forced, 
n. the unhappy conjunqure of their 
:fairs, to grant him extraordiniry con- 
ditions, ſhould now repent of it, and 
ſearch out ways to Ga > the petrform- 
ance of them 3 he thought that he 
could not do better then by powerful 
Alliances, to ſecure to himſelf theſe 
advantages which had been conceded. 


And tothis intent, he applied him- 


Fſelf to the Grand Signior, and the 


Great Duke of Myſcovy 3 but eſpecial- 
ly to the fixſt, by whoſe favor he hopad. 


p to 
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to render himſelf conſiderable to all 
the World, He pretended alſo to de. 
fire the Friendſhip of the Heſpodar or 
Prince of Moldavia; but it was anely 
to amuſe him, that he might the better 
ſarpriſe hit, and force his Countrey; 
For in the mean time he made an 1l! 
impreſſion of him upon the mindes of 


the Grand Signiors Officers, to whon]. 


he repreſented him as a (ecret enemyto 
the Turks, and anintimate Friend of the 
Polanders 5 '-and that by his means, the 
Poles had hitherto received: continual 
intelligence of theirs, and the Tartar 
deſigns. They aſſured therefore Kmiel 
is ki ofthe: ProteQtion 'of the. Grand 
Sigmior,, and that he ſhould be inveſted 
with Black Rvſſza, to hold it in Fee of 
the Ottoman Empire 5 they received 
the acknowledgments of :his depend- 
ance on them, and his promiſes of fide- 
lity in their ſervice, and permitted 
him to execute his deſigns againſt the 
Prince of Moldavia, which he did with 
great diſimulation, | and made uſe of 
the Tartarsim'it 3 to whom he joyned 
onely Four thouſand Cofſacks, and the 
better 
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better to keepſecret his intentions. The 
Cham ſent to him' to thank him for his 
afliſtance againſt the Circaſſzans, and de- 
fired further , that he would lend him 
his Forces to go againſt Moſcovy, to re- 
venge the injuries which he had recei- 
ved from the Great Duks : So that 
while the Neighboring Princes per- 
[waded themſelves, that the Tartars 


. were going to War in Moſcovia, the 


Hoſpodar of Moldavia, who was one of 
thisnumber, and lived in the ordinary 
greleſs ſecurity of- a high Peace, found 
himſelf encompaſſedin with a numerous 
Army of Tartars, and the Four thou- 
land Auxiliary Cofſacks, All that could 
be done upon ſo ſudden and unexpected 
an accident, wasto run intothe Woods 
near Jaſz, his principal City. In the 
thickeſt of _which, the Hoſpodar, with 
his family, and as many as hecould get 
together in baſte,intrenched themſelves 
with Trees cut down; and afterwards 
drew himſelf out of this danger , upon 
the payment of Twenty thouſand Du- 
cats to the Tartars, and the promiſe of 
bis Daughter in marriage to Tizzothews 
H 3 Kmiel- 
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Kmielniski his Son : Upon which con. 


dition Kmielniski did recede from many 
hard terms which he had put upon the 


Hoſpodar, 


In the mean time, the Peace with the 
Poles was every day violated by the 
Coſſacks 5 their numerous Army was 
extended much beyond their quarters, 
The Peaſants who were not inrolled 
ſuſtained by them , would not receiveſ] 
thoſe Gentlemen, their Landlords, who 
were to enter upon poſſeſſion of they 
Eſtates again, but treated them ill, and 
maſlacred divers. This deportment of 
theirs, and the expedition againſt 2ol- 
davia, obliged Potoskz, the Generalifſ- 
mo, who was newly returned out of 
his priſon in Tartary, to march with the 


Poliſh Army, and incamp near Camie- 
neſche, 


Kmielniskz was much ſurpriſed at the 
firſt news of this march 3 and there be- 
1ng with him at that time divers who 
were deputed from the Nobility, to 
complain of the Rebellion, in the 

| which 
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which the Peaſants perſiſted, and their 
refuſal to:acknowledge them 'he com- 
manded, that all thoſe who were fentto 
him, ſhould be drowned the nightfo]- 
lowing. But theſe Orders being given 
when he-was indrink, filled with Wine 
and Strong-waters, after he had dj- 
geſted his debauch, and been informed 
by his Wife of what he had done, he 
preſently revoked his ſentence juſt when 
they who had the charge of it , were 
ready to execute it, Afterwardsghe ſent 
Craucenskz, one of his Officers, to the 
General Potoskz, to give him to under- 
ſtand , That he cauld not but be aſto- 
niſhed at the approach of the Polif6 
Forces, in ſuch a time, when they had 
Peace with all the World, and a power- 
ful Army of Coſſacks at their diſpoſal 
for the Cory of the Frontiers. 


The General in anſwer reproached 


him for their daily breach of Peace, 


and the 1]] Treatment which the No- 
bility received from their Subjects 3 and 
for the War which Kmielniskz; had un- 
dertaken without their knowledge 
H 4 againſt 
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againſt the Prince of Moldavia ; and 
that although he were Great General to 
the States of Poland, yet he oughtto| k 
have advertiſed them of itz headded, | | 
that he could not leave that ſtation | 
|

wherein he was by the Kings Order, 
without expreſs command from his Ma- 


jeſty: 


This Anſwer was no way pleaſing to 
the Envoy from Kmielniskz, who de- 
clared how much his Maſter would be 
111 ſatisfied with it, and mingled threat- 
nings of War with his diſcourſe, but 
proceeded not to breach of Peace, ei- 
ther by reaſon of the nearnefs of the 
Poliſh Army , and the Great General, 
whoſe admired deſert or redoubted 
courage, might turn him from it 3 or 
becauſe, that the deſigns he laid of rai- 
ſing a Principality for himſelf, were not 
yet mature enough to diſcloſe this am- 
bitious project z or, that he was willing 
to ſet down contented with his expedi- 
tion into Moldavia, and with having 
made a new" Alliance, although by 
foree of Arms. | 


In 
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Inthe mean time the Nobility in U- 
kraine were as ill treated, as if it had 
been in time of War ; ſo that many 
wereobliged every day to retire, Thoſe 
perſons who had great eſtates, and the 
Duke of Wiſnowitz, in particular, re- 
ceived ſcarce anyRents3 the continual 
complaints of which to the King, 1n- 
duced him to write to Kwielniskz, and 
to reproach him for the Var which he 
had undertaken, contrary to his order, 
againſt the Hoſpodar of Moldavia, and 
for the injuries which the Nobility re- 
ceived, injoyning him to draw back the 
Zapoovian Army into their quarters , 
and to chaſtiſe the Peaſants who had 
taken Arms againſttheir Lords. 


This Letter was received with great 
reſpe& in appearance, but he proceed- 
ed with muchſlowneſs, to execute what 
the King required of him 3 and on the 
contrary, was very induſtrious at the 
ſame time, to make a ſtrit League with 
the Tyrk,, and Great Duke of Moſcovy, 
whoſe friendſhip, he deſired with the 

| more 
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more importunity', by reaſon that he 
promiſed himſelf more ſecurity and 
advantage in his Alliance, then in 
the others, becauſe of the Conformity 
of the Religion of the Muſcovites with 
the Coſſacks, The Great Duke approved 
not of this Rebellion, yet deſired to 
make his advantage by it. 


The great ſucceſs which Kmielnisk; 
had had agaznſt the Poles, made him e- 
ſteem them as a defeated and depreſſed 
people, and to begin a cauſleſs quarrel 
with them , in hopes to obtain from 
them, during the bad condition of their 
affairs, a revocation of the Treaty , 
which he had been forced tomake with 
King Uladi/lavs before Smolenkg, when 
his whole Army was diſfarmed and taken 
which beſieged that Fortreſs : He de- 
manded alſo, in ſatisfaction for the af- 
fronts done him by ſome of the Poliſh 
Nobility, and among others, by Prince 
Witnowitski and Konzeſpolski 3 who had 
not onely neglected to give him all his 
titles, but had alſo written in terms 1n- 
jurious to the reputation of the Zoſco- 

vite 
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vite Nation 5: that the States of Poland 
ſhould give up to him the City of.S-o- 
lensks with its dependances, and ſhould 
pay him the ſum of an Hundred and 
fourſcore thouſand Ducats. VVhere- 
upon his Majeſty of Poland having ſent 
a Gentleman, named Barlinskz, to the 
Great Duke, to be more clearly in- 
formed concerning the infolent demands 
of his Ambaſſador 3 upon whom, in 
the mean time, he had ſet a Guard. 
This Envoy brought back' an Anſwer, 
which teſtified rather the inclination 
the Moſcovite had to obſerve the former 
Treaties with Polaxd, then tc come to 
a breach ; and in effe, although the 
Great Duke would with much joy have 
ſeen the increaſe of the Greek Religion, 


yet hecould not look with agood eye 


upon the growing greatneſs of Kmiel- 
aiski, nor be without ſome apprehen- 
ſion, that the Rebellion of eh 
and Peaſants, might alſo ſpred it ſelf in- 
to his own Countrey , whither already 
{ome ſparks had flown of that fire which 
had burned Poland. So that the Moſco- 
vite Ambaſlador was forced to declare 
un 
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in the preſence of the King, and the 
Senators, That he, of his own head, 
had prepared thoſe Propoſitions which 
he . had delivered , and the Peace was 
confirmed between the Poles , and the 
Great Duke. 


The continual correſpondence which 
Kmielniski held with the Turks, of 
which, the King of Poland was adver- 
tiſed by the Neighboring Princes, and 
his inſolent carriage towards the State, 
obliged his Majeſty to call a General 
Diet of the Kingdom , in the end of 
the year One thouſand ſix hundred and 
fifty 3 in which, this Prince repreſent- 
ed the inſupportable behavior of the 
General of the Coſſacks; the contempt 
he had both of the King and State; the 
injuries which many of the Nobility 
had received ; the loſs of their Eſtates, 
and their not being able to be reſtored 
againſt Kmielniskz his great forces, which 
he ſtrove to increaſe E the addition of 
Tartars and Turks ; (o thathe was in a 
condition to gather together on the 
ſuddain, an Army of more then Four- 
{core

ſcore thouſand Men, every Coſſack, in- 
rolled , of which, the number by the 
laſt Treaty, amounted to Forty thou- 
ſand; had a ſervanton Horsback, and 
another on Foot, beſides a Laborer to 
Till the Grounds ; that their deſign 
was to ſhake off utterly all obedience, 
and torſet up a new Government under 
the Protection of the Grand Signior : So 
that they would be capableof perform- 
ing any thing, if that they did not ſoon 
put a ſtop to the courſe of their perni- 
cious deſigns. | . 
There were ſome in the Aſſembly, 
who calling to minde the evils, cauſed 
by the laſt VVar, were of opinion, 
hat Peace at-any rate was to be pre- 
ferred before it; and alledged, that the 
Forces of the Kingdom were now no- 
tably decreafed , whereas thoſe of the 
Cofſacks were very powerful, both of 
themſelves, and by the affiſtance of the 
Ottoman family which protected them 3 
ſo that it would be mych better to keep 
cloſe to the Treaty of Zhorow : But the 
greater number making refleftions upon 
What was paſled, and what was to be 
EX 
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expected , conſidered that there were 
but twa ways to be taken the one to 
tuine the Cofſacks , or, the other to let 
the Kingdom periſh miſerably ; that the 
King had onely a title and precarious 
authority over them, no more then 
they pleaſed themſelves 3 that they 
were now upon the deſign of forming a 
Principality, from whence they were 
to expe&t moſt diſmal events, if they 
gave them time toincreaſe and eſtabliſh 
themſelves 3 that. they interpreted the 
Treaty after their own manner, and 
gave it what ſence they pleaſed 3 that 
the State had yet conſiderable Forces,if 
they were well imployed; and that as 
affairs then ſtood, they were better able 
to give: a {top to their new and riſing 
power, then they could afterwards re- 
iſt them, when they were raiſed, forti- 
fied, andeſtabliſhed by time 3 -that the 
King was brave and adtive, and with 
{mall Armies having done great ex+ 
ploits, he would obtain more ſignal 
advantagesover his enemies, when the 
States ſhould proceed to a morevigo- 
rous and powerful undertaking. 

Theſe 
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Theſe Reaſons, but much more the 
new demands of the Cofſacks at theſame 
time, cauſed all the re(t of the Diet to 
be of this opinion, and unanimouſly to 
reſolve of a VVaragainſt them. 


The Coſſacks Demands were theſe , 
That according to the Articles of the 
Peace at Zborow,the Union of the Greeks 
and Koman Catholicks ſhould be abo- 
liſhed; that Kmvze/nriskz; ſhould remain 
Soveraign beyond the Bori3thenes 3 that 
none of the Nobility or Gentry of Po- 
land ſhonld for the future, have any 
power over the Peaſarits of that Pro- 
vince 3 that if the Gentlemen would 
live there, they ſhould be obliged to 
work as well as the Peaſants 3 that 
Nine Biſhops ſhould fivear in full Se- 
nate to ſee all this obſerved 3 that for 
Hoſtages they ſhould give up four Pa- 
latines- to Kmzelniski which he ſhould 
chuſe, in conſideration of which Arti- 
| cleshe promiſed to pay to the King of 
Poland yearly a Million of Florins, and 
afterwards they reduced their Demands 


to Four. | 
I. That

; tr of a Conntrey, wherein they 

might live without any Communication 

with the Poles, 

2. That His Majeſty and Twelve of the 
Principal. Senators of the Kingdom ſhould

But-all theſe Demands being very ex- 
orbitant, ' and no body willing to:truſt 
to. the: Faith of a Man, who was not 
contented with #he promiſe which. the 
King and State had given him, by their 
Confirmation of the Treaty of Zborow, 
at the laſt Diet-3_ they. had no other 
thoughts but of making VVar. To per- 
form which the more advantagiouſly, 
they reſolved to raiſe Fifty thouſand 
Soldiers, to whom were to be joyned 
the Auxiliaries of the Noblemen. =

The Forces raiſed at the expence of 
the States, and by the Noblemen came 
in daily from all parts, there were 
reckoned Ten thouſand of theſe latter 
and the whole Army, together with: 
the Nobility, made up an Hundred 
thouſand fighting Men, befidesthe Ser- 
vants, who were very nnamerous, and 
maſt of them furniſhed with Horſe and 
Arms. This great Army not being able 
to ſubſiſt long in one place, without 
ſuffering the want of Proviſions; after 
that all care poſſible 'was taken to fur- 
nith them, it was reſolved, they ſhould 
be employed as ſoon as cayld be. Ina 
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great Council of War, which was held 
thereupon; and laſted. a- whole night 5 
ſome propoſed to divide'the Arai: 
to:two Bodies , and to: fend thie firſt, 
conſiſting: of the Common Soldiers , 
againſt the enemies, while his Ma 
{| might attend the fucceſs of the Warat 
Sokallo, with the Voluatiers and Auwx- 
| iliaries, for a reſerve againſt the greateſt 
extremity : But this adviſe was no? ap-' 
proved by the King, nor:by. many of- 
the Principal Officers, who remonſtrared 
that if the Army were thus divided, it 
m_ be more eaſily enconntred and 
| defeated by the enemies 3 but beitig 
all in one Bady, they would not onel 
be 1a a_condition to oppoſe, but alſo 
to- overcome them. .T ” concluded 
therefore to march  diretly towards 
them, by:the moſt ſhort and ealte way, 
which was, that by Bereftesko.

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to the Crown, the Count Ulediſians of

vernar of Crecovis deceaſed ; and ſoms 
other great Perſons who had raiſed 
Forces at their own expences, The 
Condu& of the Left Wing wascommir- 
ted to Kalinowhz General of the Cam- 
ne, to the Dukes of Oftrog and Zaſs 
,. to the Palati \Brzeſtya , the 
Duke of #ifnowitz tine of Ruſſia, 
to Staviſiavs Potoskz Palatine of Podolir, 
to John Zamoicks , and to Colonel Em 
'of Lieflend ; many of which had 
joyned the Forces which they had tai« 
ſed in their own Countreys to thoſe of 
the States. The King took charge of 
the main Body of the Army, compoſed 
of the German and Poliſh Foot; at the 
Head of which, ſtood the Artillery, 
commanded by &igiſmrond Priemski, 
who was General of it, and had beet 
a long time Major General under the 
Swedes in Germany. The Second Line, 


ba the middle of which, his Majeſty of 


Polard took his place, confilted of 
Horſe, and was commanded aqagh 
otner 
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other Officers, by Tyckewits, Great 
Cup-bearer of Lithuania. The Body 
of Reſerve, was commanded by Colo- 
nel Meydel, Great Maſter of the Game, 
and by Colonel Enhoff, Starroſte of $0- 
kal,, and was compoſed of the Horſeof 
Grudzinski' and Rozracewki 5 and of 
the Foot of Prince Charles, Brother to 
the King, and of Komieſpolsk/'s, and 
Colonel Dx Pleſſis, a Frenchman. The 
Baggage and Ammunition was left in 
the Camp, which was intrenched on 
one fide, and defended on the other by 
the Town and theRiver. The King 
had left ſome Companies of Foot there- 
in for a Guard , who appeared afar of 
much more numerous then they were, 
by reaſon of their Lances, which 
the Kings Orders, the Huzzars had left 
to them ; every one of which had aRed 
Penon or Little Streamer at theend ; 
and. when they were all drawn upin 
order, made a very fair ſhow. The 
Sun diſperſing the Miſt, which till that 
time, had covered the Army, it a 

peared to the Enemy likea beautiful 
perſpective on a Theatre, when the 
Curtain 
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Curtain is'drawing up, who were ſur- 
priſed at their numberand good ordet; 
notwithftanding their Army was more 
numerous.and covered alt the Countrey 
as far as could be ſeen The Tartars 
poſlefled themſelves of divers little 
Hills, from whence there was an eafie 
deſcent, and filled up all the ſpace in 
form of. an.Half-Moon : They had the 
Coſſacks on-their Right Hand, oppoſite 
to the Left Wing of the Poliſh Army, 
with whom-werealſo joyned ſome Squa- 
drons'of Tartars; and near tothem was 
the Tabor of the Coſſacks, compoſed of 
divers Ranks of Chariots: 3 in the mid- 
dle of which, were part of their Forces 
able. to ſuſtain» all aſſaults whatſas 
Evers, 3" 


The two Armies being thus placed 


all the morning was ſpent in light skir- 
miſhes, . but' the King doubting leſt that 
the. intention of the - enemies was to 
amaſe them with theſe ſmall combats 
and to ſet upon them the night fol- 
lowing, when, by xealon of -the 'dark- 
neſs they. might the better (anna 

| them, 
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them, he prohibited all his Soldiers 
upon pain of death from ſtirring out of 
their places without order, and com-. 
manded all the Bridges to be broken. 
down which were built over the Ster, 
that they might not be ſet upon-be- 
hind, and by this means to ingage his 
own Soldiers to perform their utmoſt, 
all hopes of eſcaping being -cut off, and 
that the-reft of the day might not be. 
ſpent unprofitably, which. was ſcarce 
ſufficient for a general Battel between 
two ſuch numerous Armies, he began 
to ſalute the Enemies with the Can- 
non at the head of his Army, and fo 
from time to time to diſcharge againſt 
them as they drew nearer to thoſe 
Eminencies whereon the Tartars were 
placed. q Divers ſeeing the day ſo far 
ſpent, were of opinion that the Fight 
ſhould be deferred till the next maxn- 
ing, butothers inſiſted much upon the 
contrary, fearing leſt the Coſſacks might 
fall upon the Pol;ſþ Army 1n the night: 
with their Tabor, which they had ex- 
traordinarily reinforced, and might 
therewithal conſtram them to quit 

K their. 
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their Camp. His Majeſty therefore cau(- 
ed the Dnke of Wiſuowits to begin the 
charge with twelve Troops of old Sol- 
diers, backed by the Palatine of Pedo- 
lis, with the Auxiliaries of the Pala- 
tinates of Cracovia, Sendomir, Lencitia, 
and Preemiſtia, the Coſſacks . received 


them briskly., and the conflid& laſted: 


near an hour, all which time the ſmoak 
and duſt made them inviſible to the reſt 
of the Army 3 and as the Poles began 


to give way, they were timely 


aſhiſted 


by freſh Forces, which the King ſent 
them; upon whoſe arrival, the Coſſacks 
weredriven intotheir Tabor, together 
« with the Tartars, who ingaged them 
npon a riſing Ground. In the mean 
tifhe, the King marched againſt the 


great Body of the Tartars, t 


Right 


Wing ſtaying near a Wood fide, to 
hinder the defign of many of their ene- 
mies who were itn Ambuſh, with inten- 


tion to compals in the Poliſh 


Arhhy in 


the heat of the Battel. The King kept 
the Artillery ſtill before him, which 
Priemskz cauſed to be diſcharged very 


opportunely, and with great ſucceſs, 
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So that they obliged the Tartars to leave 
the foot of the Hill , and by degrees 


made themſelves maſters alſo of the 


top3 after they had ſuſtained the diſ- 
charges of the a axiſſaries @arbines, who 


accompanied them, 


In this place His Majeſty of Polazd 
was ingreat danger of his life, havin 
four Bullets ſhot from ſome pieces whic 
the Tartars had by a Wood fide, paſling 
very near him, and one of them falling 
athis feet ; but the Poles ſoonreturned 
themthelike:- For 0txinowskz, Interpre- 
ter to his Majeſty of Poland for the 
Turkiſh and Tartar Languages aſluring 
them, that the Cham was there in per- 
fon where they ſaw the great White 
Standard. The King ordered a piece 
of Cannon to be ſo levelled, that the 
firſt ſhot took. one of the Principal 
Officers , who ſtood near the Cham 3 
which diſturbed and frighted him ſo 
much, that he thought not farther of 
any thing but retreating 3 that part of 
bis Army which had been driven.from 
the Hill, foHowed x" alſo, having left 

8 
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fome Squadrons behind to diſguiſe his 
retreat.and amule the Polarders for ſome 
time: But they were ſoon put to their 
ſhifts ,* and the Poles purſued them a 
League ant * half, till che Night and 
the ſwiftneſs of their Bacmates or Tar- 
tar Horſes ſecured them 3 yet they left 
many in their retreat , wounded and 
ſlain, which they were uſed to carry 
off, and to burn in their march when 
they had leiſure z eſteeming it abomi- 
nable to leave the dead. Bodies of their 
Friends in the hands of Chriſtians : 
They left alſo much of their equipage; 
as Veftes, Saddles, Cimitars, Chariots, 
and the Teht and Standard of their 
Charm, and his little Silver Drum, guild- 
ed over and covered with a Skin. which 
ferves him for a Bell. 


Divers Polandexs who had been 
Slaves to thoſe Infidels , did here re- 
cover their Liberty, but many others 
were killed by them, when they ſaw 
| they could” not carry them away with 
them. in their” retreat , which was ſo 
haſty, that they travelled 'TenFrench

Leagues the ſameday, The King after 

he had ſent outdivers Troops of Horſe 

in_ purſuit. of the Tartars, 'went witlr 
the reſt of his Army againſt the Tabor: 
of .theCoſſacks,, where they were ſtill itt 
great numbers, and had Forty pieces of 
Ordnance which played continually. 

Kmielniskj was retreated with the Tar- 

tars in hopes to engage them again-to 
fight, .but he could by no means per- 
ſwade them:to it 3 but on thecontrary, 

was very ill treated by the Cham , and' 
reproached as one that had cheated 
him, and not made known the trite” 
ſtate of the@ol;ſþ Army, but had made' 
him believe they were 'not above 
Twenty: thouſand 3 and therefore he' 
threatned to ſend him to the King of 
Poland, in exchange for thoſe Murza's 
which were Priſoners there, and would 
not let him go free, till he had fent or- 
derto Czeberin to deliver up a confider- 
able ſum of Money, and part of the 
Booty which he had- formerly taken in 
Paland. | 
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The night following the King order- 
ed there (ſhould be a Publick Thanks- 
giving in the Camp, for this Viftory, 
which coſt him but Twelve hypdred 
Men, his enemies having loſt Six times 
as-many 3, he paſled the night in his 
Coach : And although it was very 
Rainy, he negle&ed not tocauſe the 
Cannon to be mounted upon the Hill, 
which was forſaken by the Tartars, the 
more conveniently to beat the Tabor 
of the Coſſacks tn pieces 3 which not- 
withſtanding the Rain, they had forti- 
fied witha broad deep Ditch, and lined 
with Muskettiers in thoſe places where it 
was molt weak and open,and hada Marſh 
behind them, which did ſufficiently ſe- 


cure them: By reaſon of Kmelnisks his. 


abſence, they. conferred the command 
of their Army upon oneof their Offi- 
cers, called Dz:iadz3ali, a perſon of re- 
markable cruelty. They had recourſe 
to all remedies probable to give them 
help, they wrote to the King, to im- 
plore his clemency , and to teſtifie to 
him the extream deſire which they had 
| for 
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for Peace 3 but ſeeing their Arms and 
Pens were both together in their hands, 
their Pgince thought of no other way, 
but of reducing them . h force, which 
appeared alſo not difficult to accom- 
pliſh, by reaſon they began already to 
fall into diviſions amongſt themſelves. 
Some of the Pol;ſh Commanders were 
of opinzon, that they ſhould drown 
the Camp of theCoſſacks, by making a 
dam and ſtopping the Courſe of the _ 
Water 3 but the advice to batter it 
down, was followed , and to this pur- 
poſe they brought great Cannon from 
Brody, a Fortreſs built by the deceaſed 
Grand General Konieſpolski - They 
made alſo Bridges above and below 
their Camp, for the better communica- 
tion of the Poliſh Forces , and raiſed 
many Forts and Redoubts in the moſt 
eminent places, from whence they might 
make their Batteries. 


The Fourth of July, the Coſſacks ſur- 
priſed one of theſe Forts, wherein were 
two pieces of Urdnance and Fourſcore 
Polanders, whoſe Heads they ſtruck off 
K 4 with 
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with their-Sythes, Arms, which their 


Foot ordinarily make uſe of inſtead of 
Pikes, . But General Hwbald-ran upon 


them, and drgye them from it, * and for- 
ced them ave the Cannon which 
they were carrying away into their Ta- 
bor? | Theſame day the Coſjacks poſle(- 
'ſed themſelves of a Hill, by which 
means they could the more eafily ſeek 
out Forrage 3 but the Grand Enſign 
diſlodged them, and brought away Five 
hundred of their Horſes. 


__ The fifth they came cout, of their 
Camp, in great number, .in appearance 
as.if they would give the Poles battel 
again, , but they were driven back into 
their Intrenchments after a ſtrong in- 
counter, and the loſs of Four hundred 
of their Men.. Sckol and Piaſcozin, of 
the Poliſh fide, were wounded in this 
conflict, which was attended with a 
continuz} diſcharge of the Artillery on

NY The Coſſacks ſeeing theml(elves thus 
- il! handled, betook themſelves to ſtra- 


tagems, 
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tagems, and in the night following at- 
tacked the Poliſh+ Army with all their 
Force 3 but their deſign was prevented 
firſt by the fall of the Rain, and then 
by the vigilance of the King and his 
Generals, who doubled their Guards. 
At this time Mebemet Czelebey, a Con- 
verted Tartar, who had been a long 
while in the ſervice of the'Great Gene- 
ral, and had been made a Captain by 
him, having been ſent out with a party 
to purſue the Tartars, returned into the 
Camp, bringing back priſoner with 
him, a Tartar of quality, named Mur- 
faſa Aga, one of the Cham's Kinred, 
who had been wounded at the Battel of 
Bereſtecko , and was not able to follow 
the reſt, and had offered: Fifteen thou- 
ſand Rixdollars to Czelebey for his ran- 
ſom 3 but this Poloziſed Tartar, prefer- 
red his Faith and Promiſe which he had 
many years ſince ingaged to the Great 
General his . Maſter, before all the 
Money and other conſiderable advant- 
ages, which this great perſon. of Tars 
tary offered him , if he would return. 
with bim into his Countrey, ' He hy ages 
E

ed alſo, that he had found by the way, 
more then Ten thouſand Tartars, either 
ſlain or wotinded, which they had left 
behind them : An extraordinary mark 
of their precipitous flight, their cuſtom 
being to burn them, rather then leave 
them in the power of their Enemies. 


The Cofſacks whoſe laſt deſign took 
no effect, were now more and more 
backed in and incommodated ; their 
onely refuge was the paſlage which they 
kept through the Marſh ; by which the 
went out to Forrage, and by which 
they might retreat, But Colonel Bala- 
bare who wasplaced with Ten thouſand 
Men on the other ſide of the Water, 


began to conſtrain the Liberty of the 


Excurſions 3 and it was determined, 
that more Forces ſhould be ſent on that 
fide to hinder them altogether. 


At length the Polzſþ Artillery thun- 
dering againſt their Tabor, w.th more 
&ecution then ever, they ſent out three 
Deputies, Kreſa, Colonel of the Reg1- 
mentof Czeherin, Hladkz, and Percaſ- 
lawskz, 
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#kz, to defire.Peace 3 they applied 
themſelves firſt to the Great General, 


 Iwho ſeverely reproaching them for 
[their cruelty and perfidiouſneſs , told 


them, That they had rendred them+ 


[ſelves unworthy of the favor of his Ma- 


jelty of Poland; and that they did not 

erve to be uſed as Chriſtians, after 
that infamous Alliance which they had 
made with the Tzxrks and Tartars, 


The King notwithſtanding, by the 
advice of the Senators, admitted them 
to Audience under a Pavillion ſet up- 
on the Hill, from whence the Tartars 
had been driven whete they fell down 
upon their faces, and preſented a Let- 
ter in the name of all the Coſ/acks , and 
often begged for Mercy, Mercy, repeat 
ing this word at all the requeſts they 
made 3 andupon all occaſions, kiſling 
the Hands and Garments of the Sena- 
tors - who were there preſent. His Ma- 
jeſty of Poland having called his Coun- 
ſel, anſwered them by the Biſhop of 


Calm, his Great Chancellor, That al- 
though their crimes were ſuch , that 
_ they

The Deputies returning to their 
Camp, and making known theſe Con- 
ditions of Peace, .brought back the 
; | next day this Anſwer. 


That as to the firſt Article they 
would promiſe, to do their utmoſt, to 
put 
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put Kmzelniskz and his Secretary into 
the Kings hands, and would yield to 


the Second and third; but as for more, 


they could never agree to, nor hold to 
any -other Articles , then thoſe of the 
Treaty of Zhborow. 

The King much offended at this 
Anſwer, reddubled his Batteries and 
reſolved abſolutely to exterminate 
them, as they on the contrary would 
chuſe rather to die, then to recede from 
that Treaty. 

They anſwered to thgdiſcharges of 
the Poliſb Artillery, but net ſo often; 
which gave ſuſpition that their Powde 
was ſpent: Some were ſo bold as to ad- 
vance ſ{o-near to the Poliſh Camp, that 
they heard the orders which were given 
to the Poliſh Soldiers; which being 
known, they were obliged to change 
their orders 5 as allo, the deſign the 
had formed of giving a general aſſault 
to.their Tabor : And ſo ſtrongly did 
the Coſſacks reſiſt all the attempts of the 
Polanders againſt them, that their valor 
had merited extraordinary Commenda- 


tions, if it had not becnaccompanied 


with 
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with many deteſtable cruelties, as Flea« 
ing alive , burning by degrees; and 
doing a thouſand other miſcheifs to the 
Polanders who fell into their hands. So 
much did the propoſing of thoſe Con- 
ditions, wherewith they wete to buy 
their Peace, inſpire them with Rage 
and Fury, in which they were kept on 
by their Popes ( for ſo they call their 
Prieſts) who ceaſed not to encourage 
them with the hopes of the quick re- 
turn of their General, and the Tartars. 
But the inconveniences which they ſuf- 
fered, and the long abſence of Kmiel- 
nisk; undeceiving them*from the falſe 
hopes they ſuſtained of a ſpeedy aſhiſt- 
ance, they began to deſire Peace very 
earneſtly 3 their Commanders who ſaw 
that it could not be effefted, but to 
their prejudice , reſiſted with all their 
power : And ſeeing that Deiadziali, 
whomthey had ſubſtituted in the room 
of Kmrelniski, did lend an Ear towards 
an accommodation , they forſook him, 
and ſet up Bohxr 1n his place 3 who to 
ſignalize the beginning of his new Ge- 
neralſhip, upon the information he re- 
| | ceived 
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ceived that the Palatine of Braclaw 
had paſſed the River with ſome Forces, 
to ſhut up thoſe Paſſages which the Coſ« 
ſacks made uſe of to go. out to For« 
rage, and by which, they might at laſt 
retreat; he went out with a good num- 
ber of the Old Coſſackin Militia, and 
two pieces of Cannon, to drive them 
back. and to reinforce the Guards which 
they had placed in the Forts, made for 
the preſervation of the Paſſage : But 
ſcarce was he out of the Camp, when 
as the jealouſite and ſuſpition which 
they had a long time harbored , That 
the old Soldiers and Officers had a de- 
fipn to retreat and leave the reſt, be- 
gan now to break out, and a new rai- 
fed Coſſack, , having publiſhed it a- 
loud , That Bohun was gone out to 
this intent. The noiſe- of it imme- 
diately ſpred it ſelf throughout the 
Camp, and cauſed ſuch a conſternation, 
that every' one began to flie in the 
greateſt diſorder, 
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The Ways and Cauſeys which. they 
had made in the Marſhes near their 
Camp weretoo (traight, and many fal- 
ling 1n, ſtuck faſt in the Mire, although 
they laid their Veſts, Cloaks, and o- 
ther garments to draw them out. Bohur 
perceiving this confuſion, came with 
his old ſoldiers to remedy it, but could 
not, and the Torrent drawing them in 
alſo along with it, they were for- 
ced to follow the example of the 
reſt. The Palatine of Braclaw ſeeing 
the enemies Army come out of their 
Tabor \(o precipitouſly, could not 1ma- 
gine what Jttgmeant, and thinking at 
firſt that th@F came to fall upon im, 
he placed himſelf with the two thou- 
ſand men which he had onely then 
with him, in a poſture the moſt advan- 
tagious to hinder his being encompal- 
ſed in, but taking more notice of the 
enemy a while after, he was better in- 
formed, and began to purſue them, 
but was ſtopped by the force and con- 
fuſion of the rout as they ſaved them- 


(elves ; yet he ſet upon them as ſoon 
L as 
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as he could, being ſeconded by the 
Auxiliaries of the Palatine of Plosks, 
-who making a review at the ſame time 
when the flight of the Cofſacks began, 
was the neareſt to purſue them'; The 
reſt of the Poliſh Army which did not 
expect that their enemies ſhould be fo 
ſodainly routed , and conſequently 
were not on horſeback, except thoſe 
who guarded the Camp, ran ſtreight 
to the Tabor of the Coſſacks , where 
finding ſufficient booty, they imploy- 
ed themſelves about it, inſtead of pur- 
ſaing their enemtes3 the Coſſacks lol 
no leſs in this flight then twenty thou 
ſand men, either killed gay the Poland: 
ers, or'loſt in the S$, Briers, 
Marſhes, and Boggs 3 two thouſand 
of them retreating to a little hill 
within their Tabor, not in hopes of any 
relief, but as men reſolved to ſell their 
lives as dear as they could 3 whenthey 
{aw themſelves conſtrained to yield tc 
the multitude of the Polanders, ſome call 
themſelves into the River, others intc 
the Boggs, and in one place three 
hundred of them were in a body tc 
. ; gethe 
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gether, and defended themſelves vali- 
antly againſt thegreat. number of thoſe 
who allaulted them, and ſetupon them 
on all ſides; yet that theſe alſo might not 
deſpair, and ſet too little value upon 
their lives, the Poles offered them both 
that and any thing elſe they had of va- 
lue about them, but this rather incenſed 
them the more 3 and immediately they 
took out of their Pockets and Girdles, 
all their Money: or whatſoever they 
had conſiderable, and threw it intothe 
water, and after that, fought till the 
laſt man, every one asit were reſolving 
to fight fingly againſt the force of Po- 
land; and what was very remarkable, 
one of them held out three hours againſt 
all aſſaults whatſoever: for having got 
a little Boat ina Pond in the Marſhes, 
and covered himſelf with the ſides of 
it, he avoided all the ſhot which they 
made at him, and in anſwer, ſhot away 
all the Powder he had at themzand with 
his Sithe repulſed all thoſe who attack- 
ed him, A Avſcovite who ſet upon 
him with the ſame weapon could doe 
nothing, and'for all his skill hardly e- 
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ſeaped from being cut off by the mid- 
dle, next,a Gentleman ofthe Countrey 
of Czechanon.,' and a German Foot-ſol- 
dier (ecing that the 27aſcovite could not 
accqmpliſh his defigne, went into the 
waterup to the-'neck, and begun the 
fight agam, and were received with 
as much vigorby the Coſſack, who was 
now 'wounded 'with fourteen 'Musket 
Bullets, to. the greataſtoniſhment ofthe 
Army, and the Kmg of Poland: himſelf 
in whoſe {ight«this was performed ; the 
King who could not enough admire 
the. valour of the man, called out that 
they ſhould give him his life, upon con- 
dition that he would yield, to which 
he pave this reſolute anſwer, that he ca- 
redinot tolive, but defired onely to die 
like a ſoldier, and at laſt was run 
through with a Pike by the hand ofan- 
other German, who came in to reinforce 
the aſſault. 


The Potandgers found'in the Coſſacks 
Camp , beftides a number of Women 
and , Children, a very conſiderable boo- 
ty, and forty pieces of Ordnance, and 

bh much 
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much Powder, many Enſignes, and , a- 
monglk -others the Standard, which 
the King at his election ſent to. Kyariely 
niski as a mark of the confirmation of 
his' General{hip; - ayd another which 
King UVladiſlans ent to the Coſſacks when 
he intended -to imploy them 11. 'a war 
which he deſigned agaimlt' the A/aſcar 
vites ; another which the Coſſacks took 
from the Poles the laſt 25 of June the 
Sword which the Greek. Ratriarch! fent 
to Kmzelniskj, as an acknowledgement 
to him for his taking upon him ta de4 
. fend the Greek Church., The ornaments 
for a Chappel and other rich maveables 
of a Greek Prelate, whoſtiled himfelf 
Archbiſhop of Corinth,and;was the Rex 
Aident-of the Patriarch-with Kmzelnis ki, 
he it was that- moſt of all; incouraged 
and kept on the Rebellion of the Cofp 
Jacks and Kuſfrtans 5, and' was mueh ay 
gainſt any accommodation, he was kil> 
led in his flight with an Arrow ſhot.by 
a young man a Polander.., They found 
allo Kmielnisha his Cabinet, whereinwas 
the Seal of the Zaporovian Army, and 
divers Letters from the Grand Signior, 
L 23 the 
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the Great Duke of Myuſcovy , and the 
Prince of Tranſylvania, withabout thir- 
ty thouſand Rixdollars, which were 
defigned' for the Tartars; Veſts lined 
with rich Furrs, Arms in greattiumber, 
ard Provifjior in abundance ; and even 
the Pots and Spits at the fire, a ſigne 
thar their flight was not at all preme- 
ditated; © ” 


"This defeat coft the Poles not many 
mer; art! but one Captain of Radsev!! 
his Regiment of Foot, who' was ſlain 
at the atta&quing of the three hun- 
dred Coecks who retifed into the 
Marſh. '- Beſides: thoſe who were al- 
ready ſerit''to purſue the Cofſacks; the 
General of 'the Campagfija and the 
Dake of Wiſ1owitzs with ſeven Regi- 
nients were Commanded out to hinder 
ther from rallying, who killed all they 
overtook, a great number of them at- 
tempting to retreat by Dubzs, ' three 
thouſarid were cut in 'pieces by the 
Gatriſon of - that Town, and di- 
vers others as they paſſed over a long 
Cauley. The King leaving almoſt 1 
| tne 
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the Auxiliaries at Bereftecko, marched 
alſo in purſuit of them towards Krzm7- 
enecz 3 but found in all that journey no- 
thing but {ſpeQacles of horror, the ways 
being ſtrewed with dead bodies, and 
the Woods filled with thoſe miſerable 
perſons, who after their defeat, fled 
into the thickeſt part of them, where 
they found no other faſtenance for ma-- 
ny days, than the Barks of Trees, and 
molt of them were ſo weak, that their 
Legs were not able to ſerve them 
in their flight ; the indignation of the 
Polanders at length was changed into pi- 
ty at the ſight of theſe Skeletons, and 
inſtead of purſuing them to deſtroy 
them, they did it to give them their 
Ives, and to perſwade them to pre- 
ſerve themſelves. The King himſelf 
ſeeing them in this deplorable condi- 
tion, cauſed Proviſions to be diſtribu- 
ted among(t them, and. aflured them 
of pardon if they would leave the re- 
bellious Coffacks and return to their 
Houſes; thus did his Pol;fþ Majeſty ſhew 
his Clemency, and n6t rigorouſly put 
to the ſword that rebellious people 
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whereby he muſt have neceſſarily depo- 
palated one of the principal Provinces 
of his Kingdom,which ſerved for a Ram- 
part to the reſt, and muſt conſequently 
have ruined a number of Gentlemen, and: 
chief ofthe Nobility, who having great 
Eſtates there, could not have received 
their Rents, if the Countrey had been 
unpeopled. The Peaſants in Poland 
being a part of the Gentlemens inhe- 
ritance, and by this means they being 
deprived of their Tenants,'it would 
have been very difficult for them to find 
others to ſerve them in the Tenure of 
Villenage, and this 1s the true Motive 
which then and at other times hath hin- 
dred the utter ruine of the Coſſacks, 
without which conſideration, it would 
'not- have been difficult to have deſtroy- 
ed them. 


The King judging his preſence neceſ- 
ſary to terminate this War, and tocom- 


pleat the Reduction of the Ceſſacks , 


made account to march with his whole 
Army to K7ovia,” and from thence to 
fead his Forces and Orders neceſlary 
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for the accompliſhing of this deſign, 
But the Nobility oppoſed it, alledging, 
T hat the neceflity. of his. Aﬀairs did 
oblige him toreturn; and that part of 
the Army, would be ſufficient to per- 
form what remained, That the Cofſacks 
were {cattered, and in no condition to 
rally after this defeat 3 that if any of 
them ſhould take up Arms again , the 
raiſed Troops would be ſufficient to 
hinder and render uſeleſs all their at- 
tempts whatſoever, and in one word, 
that there could be no pretence of lead- 
ing the Nobility into a Countrey de- 
folate andJlaid waſte by the continual 
violencies of the Coſſacks and Tartars, 
and where they might be famiſhed ; fo 
that upon a general Council held at 
Orla, of all the Commanders and Ofh- 
cers of the Army, it was determined, 
that thole who would return ſhould be 
ſatisfied, which were the greater num- 
ber; and his Majeſty of Poland after 
Ne had left his Inſtruftions with the 
Great General Potoskz, for the conſum- 
mating that which he had 6 happily 

undertaken, took his journey towards 
Warſaw, 
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Warſaw, having firſt had a promiſe from 
the Nobility of a new ſupply of Men 
and Money. The King belbre his de- 
arture allo received an account, how 
that the Cham being informed of the 
defeat of the Cofſacks, had haſtened 
his retreat towards Crim, and that the 
four thouſand Txrks who came to their 
aſhiſtance, having alſo intelligence of it, 
had paſted the Boriſthenes with all dili- 
nce- This news was accompanied al- 
{o with that of the defeat of the Coſſacks, 
in Lythuania by Prince Radzeuil. 


The Coſſacks to the number of twelve 
thouſand, Commanded by Niebaba one 
of their Genierals, had placed them- 
ſelves near to Loiowogrod, at the. en» 


trance of the River Seſz into the Bo» 


riſthenes, where after they had made 
Works to ſecure to themſelves the 
pallage over thoſe Rivers, their Ge- 
—_ eft Forces to guard them. Prince 


Radzcwil, General of Lythnaria, hearinS 


of this, reſolved toſet upon them, and 
to this effect, ſent before him Major Ge- 
neral Mirsk; with three thouſand cho- 
{en 
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ſeq men, with Orders to paſs the Boriſt- 
henes., and he himſelf embarked with the 
reſt of his Foot and his Artillery, winle 
his Horſe marched by Land, at his 
arrival heſet upon their intrenchments 
on one fide, while that Mzrrskz to whom 
he had given the ſignal by the diſcharge 
of ſome of his Cannon, was to fall up- 
on the other ; the Coſſacks defended 
themſelves bravely for an hour and 
half, after which they were overthrown 
and cut in pieces. Niebaba coming with 
his Army to the relief of his. 

Prince Radzevil, although that 2irsk2 
were not yet joyned with him.as havin 
"ot paſſed the River which apes 
them, negleQed not-to incounter him, 
and after aſharpconflift, in which three 
of the principal Colonels of the Coſſacks 
and Nrebaba their General was ſlain, o- 
verthrew their Army,killed threethou- 
ſand men, took many priſoners, and a- 
mong(t the reſt the Nephew of Niebaba, 
the reſt ſaved themſelves in their Camp, 
which was not far from the place of 
Battel, which "they alſo ſodainly aban- 
doned, as alſo the City of mn, 
an 
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and Czernobelnear toit,who yielded up 
themſelves without making any. great 
reſiſtance to Gorſrenski, General of the 
Artillery of Lythnanjaz, after which

Proviſions were left. The Gentlemen 
alſo tookall care to bring the Peaſants 
to 
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to their former duty, promiſing them 
by Letters and Meſlages , that oy 
ſhould be moſt favourably dealt withal, 


ifthey would return to their obedience. 


In the mean time Kmzelniskz having 
with a ſumme of Money, appeaſed the 
Cham and freed himſelf, returned into 
Ukrain to [trengthen and confirme the 
minds of thoſe people, which the laſt 
defeat and his abſence had very much 


ſhaken; and taking the ſame courſe as 


formerly, in thoſe places where he 
could not be in perſon, by his Letters 
and Emiſlaries, he gave new heat to 
their courage, which was very much 
abated; exhorting them to maintain 
the cauſe of the Publick, and putting 
them in mind how fortune was momen- 
tary and changeable, and if of late ſhe 
had declared her ſelf in favour of the 
Poles, yet ſhe had left the Cofſacks 
Strength and forces ſufficient to renew 
the war and recover their loſles, and 
to feed their hopes, he gave out that 
one Ragocz in Poland was revolted, and 
thereby had obliged the King to rage 
ac 
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back the greateſt part of his Army to 
ſtop his projrets that the Flower of 


the old Coſſackjan Militia was gathering 
together, and that in few days the Tar- 
tars would come and joyn with them a- 
gain to revenge their Jaſt defeat, and 
to keep up the hopes of this people ſtill 
more high, from time to time he dif- 
patched ſeveral Embaſhes to the Cham, 
which he accompanied with magnificent 
promiſes to induce him to afford him 


new ſupplies, remonſtrating .to hin 


that the ſecurity of both their for- 
tunes depended upon it, and that the 
ruine of the one would infallibly ex- 
poſe the other to the Poliſb power 3 he 
ſentalſo three Envoyes to the 0ttomen 
Court, ta repreſent to them, that jfthe 
Coſſacks were aſſiſted by the Grand Sig- 
mor, they might be in.a condition to 
make head againſt all the Forces of Po 
land, but if they were abandoned, they 
muſt be Ved to an accommoda- 


tion, and ja theend tomake war againſt 


Prince 
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Prince Janzs Radzevil, to whom Hie« 
bowitz, Palatine of Smolensko was Joyn- 
ed, having left Fronckewitz, Lieute- 
nant-Collonel of the Huflars , with 
ſome Forces about Czernibow, to hin- 
der the excurſions of that Garriſon , 
went towards Kiovia; after they had 
forced from thoſe Quarters the Coſſack;- 
an Collonels, Antonio and Orkyſſa, and 
put their Forces into ſuch diſorder, that 
they were conſtrained to burn their 
Tabor, and their Bridge, and fly into 
the Town neither did they ſtay there 
any time, for the terror of the march 
of the Lythuanian Army ſpreading it ſelf 
through the reſt of the Coſſackian For- 
ces, who thought to ſhelter themſelves - 
in the Countrey about, they quitted 
that Town, which was one of their 
principal Retreats. The Inhabitants 
ſeeing they were deprived of their 
Garriſon, and all -other means of de- 
fending themſelves, ſent their Suppli- 
cations to the Poliſh General by their 
Archbiſhop, and their Archimandrit or 
Abbot of their chief Greek Monaſtery, 
requeſting of him that he would pore 
tnar 
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that City which the King had-always 
the goodneſs to preſerve,and which du- 
ring the laſt wars, had ſerved. for a 
place of refuge to the Pol;ſh Nobility, 
which requeſt was granted by Prince 
Radzevil, who onely diſarmed them, to 
take away from them for the future the 
opportunity of doigg i111. 


Kmielnisks hearing of the loſs of K7o- 
via, doubled his diligence, and ſought 
out all means imaginable to bring a new 
Army into the Field, able to ſtop the 
progreſs of his enemies, and the unfor- 
tunate poſture of his affairs ſuggeſted 
counſel to him full of fury and eivaie? 


in the middle of which, he found not' 


only his Coſſacks, Þ ut a great part ofthe 
Peaſants alſo inclined to try again the 
fortune of the war, and: among theſe 
latter, there were ſome who openly 
declared, that it was diſgraceful to 
them to be dejected for the ill ſucceſs 
ofone Battel, and that thoſe who 0- 
vercame them now, they had formerly 
overcome, and the ſame might be pe 


formed again 3 but if that Fortune 
_ ſhould 
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ſhould obſtinately declare her (elf fot 

the Poles, there was ſtill a placeleft 

themto retreat into, the Countrey of the 

T#rks, where they might live with mote” 
freedom then in R#ſſza, to which intent 

they had already wrote to the Baſſa of 
Silifttia, 


So that many of the Peaſatits went e- 
very day to joyn with Kmzelniskz, and 
the Coſſacks began their incurſions and 
violencies1n many places, particularly 
thoſe who inhabit near the Nzeſter and. . 
Wallichia who are moreaccuſtomed to 
theſe Robberies then the other. Ge- 
neral Potoskz had ſent out two thouſand 
'[menunder the Commind of the Star- 
roſte of Kamienecs his ſon againſt them, 
but inſtead of ſending him the recruits 
which he demanded, he called hirh back: 
apain, . judging it mote convenient to 
to keep his Forces in one body, the Ge« 
neral ſent afterwards ſeven Squadtons 
towards Bialacierkiew to hear news of 
the Cofſacks, but inſtead of obeying 
their Orders; they fell to plunder a 
Town called Pawolocs, and were tnet 
M with- 
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withal by two thouſand Cofſacks, and 
five hundred Tartarsnot far from thence, 
who ſet upon them, and. drove themto 
the Gates of that Town, took away all 
their booty, and' had utterly defeated 
them, hadnot the Forcesof the Duke 
of Wiſnowitz arrived in time to their 
affiſtance, by whoſe help: they made 
head againſt thoſe who purſued them, 
and drove part of them into their Ta- 
bor, and part into: Bialacerkiew, it was 
known by ſome Tartar priſoners, taken 
upon this occaſion, that there were but 
two thouſand of them with Karieln;sks, 
butthatin a few days four thouſand os 
thers were expected, and that the reſt 
of thoſe Inftdels were gone to refreſh 
their Horſes in the Paſtures of the de- 
{art Plains, and had received Orders to 
be. in readineſs to return upon the firſt 
occaſliominto Poland. This news made 
General Pofoskzto' delay his march, till 
the arrival of his Foot aud Baggage 5 
' when deliberating in Council, with his 
Officers what was to' be. done 3 they des» 
rermined to, feize' upon: Ehzaſtowa, a 
Town on the way tor Kiowvia, to fa-

2ickz althongh..he had 'recetved afreſh 
{upply of fix thouſand Tartars, did not 
neglect to make another attempt to- 
wards an accommodation, and the Pas 
Jatine of K7ovia endeavoured with di» 
vers arguments to induce. the Generals 
to put an end to this War, rather by 
a general Pardon, then by the conti- 
nuation of ſo many craelties 3 repre- 
ſenting to them that the many troubles 
which the ſoldiers had nndergone. in 
this Campagnia, and the Diſealesreign- 
ing Ks them, had diminiſhed,and 
did diminiſh daily a great number of 
them, ſo that the Generals Potoskz and 
Kadzewil, condeſcended to recerve the 
Loſſacks deputed. to come and delire 
peace, . Kmielniski deſiring that ſome 
ene might be .difpatched- to him, te 
Conferre with Vibeuskz his AN 

an 
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gnd intimate Friend, they ſent to him 
Makouski, a Captain of Horſe, with a 
Letter to him from the General Potos- 
v, but becanſe he gave him not the 

itle of General of the Zaporovian 
Army, this omiſſion was taken for a 
great injury, and made a diſturbance 
among the Coſſacks; but Makouskz ha- 
ving appeaſed them by giving them 
ſufficient reaſons for what was done; the 
conference 'began, in which'the Poliſh 
Deputy propoſed, that Kmielniskz 
ſhould ſend away the Tartars,and come 


himſelf to the Pol;ſþ Camp and pay his ' 


reſpef&ts to their Generals; he was a- 
gainſt the firſt of theſe propoſitions for 
a long time, whatſoeyer his Secretary 
could doe to draw from him his con- 
ſent, but in the end he agreed to one 
as well asthe other, although his Offi- 
cers and the Kyſſzan Peaſants expreſſed 
a'great deal of repugnancy for the lat- 
ter, But finding it not convenient to 
cantinue this conference in the Coſſacks 
Camp, left that the Tartars ſufpefting 
what they Freated ' of might. attempt 


ſqmething ' againſt the perſons of the 


Com + 
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Commiſſioners, YVihouskz did very much 
inſtance that it might be removed to 
Bialacietkiew. 


Makgnskz giving an account to the 
Generals of the Poliſh Army, of his Ne- 
gotilation. with the Coſſacks, it was 
thought expedient to ſend Commiſſion- 
ers to Bialacierkiew as they deſired, to 
this intent were deputed the Palatines 
of Kiovia and Smolensko, Zowziensk, 
High Steward of Lythuania and Coſſa- 
conskz,{econd Judge of Braclaw, whom 


| they guarded with a great Convoy, of 


which five hundred Horſe onely were 
permitted to enter the Town, Theſe 
Commiſſioners Treating with thoſe of 
Kmielniskz, agreed of all the conditi- 
ors of peace, excepting ſome few points 
which were afterwards to be decided 
in the two Camps, but were in great 
danger of their lives, firſt inthe Army 
af the Coſſacks, where Kmielnicki and 
his Officers had enough to doe to de- 
fend them from the violencies of the 
Tartays, and the Peaſants, who could 
not endure any propafitions of PRnch,

ſuſpeting always that one of their Ar- 
ticles would be to reduce them to their 
former ſervitude, The Tarta#s alſo ſet 
upon them in their return, and plun- 
dered part of their Baggage. 


In the tnean time General Potoskz 
and Prince Kadzevil, ſeeing that the 
Treaty was almoſt concluded, remoyed 
from Hermranowka to Bialacerkiew, the 
place where Kmielniski and the princi- 
pal Commanders of the- Coffacks were 
to renew their Oath of Allegiance to 


the King and State, at the approach ' 


of the Poliſh Army, the Coſſacks ſeemed 
to be very much ſurprized , but they 
being certified that it was upon no 0- 
ther deligne then to oppoſe the incur- 
Gons of the Tartars, new Commiſſion- 
ers were ſent on both ſides to conclude 
of what was left undecided at the laſt 
conference. 


But the Coſſacks inſtead of that pre-. 


ſented new propoſitions, as if they had 
forgot what had been ſo lately determi- 
ned, demanding the performance of the 
Treaty 
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Treaty at Zborow thatthe Poliſh Army 
ſhould leave 'the frontiers, and give 
then liberty to maintaintheir confede- 
Tracy with the Tartars, whom they AC- 
knowledged' to be the true defenders 
of their priviledges 3 ſo that after the 
Poles had reproached them of their 
lightneſs and infidelity, which muſt 
needs proceed from the news of fome 
new ſupply from the Tartars, or the 
falſe report of the Grand Signior his 
ſending ſome confiderable Forces; they 
drew up their Army, and committed 
che right wing to Prince Radzevil with 
his Lythranians, the left to Kalinouskz, 
and reſeryed the main body for Gene- 
ral Potosk?z. The Cofſacks and Tartars 
came alſo out oftherr Camp, as if they 
had no other defigne but to'obſervethe 
poſture of the Poles; there paſled di- 
vers skirmiſhes between them for three 
days, and divers Companies of the E- 
nemie hid themſelves in Thickets and 
coſe places, : making frequent attempts 
upon the Polifhþ Army, annoying them, 
ſometimes in the Flanck,and ſometimes 
inthe Reer, which it is thought _ 
tl

did to make the Poliſh Generals more 
tratable, and to obtain more advanta 
gious conditions of peace. In the mean 
time they being wearied with the de- 
lays of Kmielniski, who. pretended. to 
diſallow of all theſe attempts and skir- 
miſhes3:; and being earneſt with him te 
leclare his mind, he ſent. them upon 
the 26. of September, three Deputies to 


endeavor ſeriouſly . the concluſion. of 


the Treaty 3.. theſe. were much more 
moderate in their demands, although 
they were very.different alſo from thoſe 
agreed upon at Bialacerkiews :for af+ 
ter they. had concluded that thenumber 
of the Coſſacks inrolled, fhould amonnt 
to twenty, thouſand , they demanded 
alſo that they might have their Quar- 
ters in the Palatinates of Bracluw and: 
Cxernibow, and this being refuſed, they, 
infiſted,-that at leaſt the. Pol;ſþ . Forces. 
ſhould not he quartered there during, 
the time that Kmelnickz was employed 


in inrolling the Coſackzar. Militia 3 and. 


that they ſhould give him «for his own 
Maintenance, the Territories of Czir- 
eaſſy and Borowitza, Potoski gave them, 
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to underſtand, that this latter demand 
could not be granted without expreſs 
Orders from the King and State,” but 
condeſcended to the other. after that 
Kmielniski had ſecretly informed: hith 
that he inſiſted upon it only. to«content 
the reyolted Peaſants,whom he thought 
not fit to irritateſo long asthev kept tos 
gether, and made ſo conſiderable a bo- 
dy, ſo that there remained nothing but 
that he and his chief Officers ſhould 
come and make their ſubmiſſtons to the 
Polifh Generals, which he was inclina- 
ble enough to do, after he had recei- 
ved Hoſtages for his ſecurity, though 
divers of his Officers with. great dift- 
culty were brought to confent to it. 
Upon the 28 of ah preg he and the 
principal Commanders of the Cofſacks , 
came to the Poliſh Camp, where with 
much Humility , and the Tears in his 
Eyes (which he had always ready to 
ſhed, when the neceflity of his affairs 
required) he asked Pardon of the Great 
General Potoskz, and ſajurted Prir.-e 
Radzevil, and the reſt of the Nobilii 
with all reſpec. Tt his preſence 6s

the Articles of the Treaty read, and be- 
ing ſigned on both parts, and confirmed 
by Oath ; all ended in an entertain- 
ment which was given to thoſe of his 
Train, 


The Articles were theſe. 

5 Os in conſideration of the. ſub- 
 miſſron Far rr alle Arne 
which the Zaporoyian Army and #ts Com- 
manders had made to be always obliged 
#o ſerve the King and State 5 This Army 
Should be compoſed for the future of twenty 
thouſand men, which wete tobe choſen and 
Regiſtred by their General and Officers,and 
ſhould have their Quarters in the Conte 
and Lands belonging to his Majeſty inthe 
Palatinates of Kiovia,Braclaw,and Czer- 
nihow, but the Landsof the Nobility ſhould 
' be free from Quartering of Soldiers. 

2, That if any of the Subjeds of the 
Nobility were Regiſtred in the Zaporovian 
Army, they ſhould be bound to change their 
Habitations, and to transferre themſelves 
into the Lands belonging v0 the King in the 
Palatinacy of Kiovia, Fee it ſhould be free 
for them to jel] their Goods, whither _— 

ables 
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ables or others, and in what part ſoever 
they were, without any hindrance or 'mo- 
leſtation from their Landlords, the Star- 
roſte's or Subſtarroſte's. 

3. That they ſhould begin to Regiſter the 
twenty thouſand Coſlacks to be retained, 
within fifteen days, counting from the day 
of the date of this preſent Treaty 3 and 
that this Liſt or Roll containing the name, 
ſurname, and abode of each particular Coſ- 
ſack. ſhould be Signed by the General of the 
Coſlacks, fhenld be ſent to the King, and 
a Copy of a Copy be kept in the Rolls of Ki- 
oviaz that thoſe were not Regiſtred or 
Matricylated, ſhould ſtill enjoy the antient 
Rights and Priviledges of the Coflacks, 
but thoſe who ſhould be excluded, ſhould 
be bound to the ſame Duty 4s formerly, 
in reſped of the Kings Lands. 

4. That the Poliſh Forces ſhould have 
n0 Quarters in the Palatinacy of Kiovia, 
in thoſe places aſſignedio the Collacks,nor 
ſhould the latter pretend to any Quarters 
deſigned for the Poles in the Palatinacy 

braclaw, and Czernihow, after the 
Feaſt of Chriſtmas , by which time they

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5. That the Gentlemen of the ſaid Palas 
tinacies of Kiovia, Braclaw, and Czerni- 
how, ſhould come into free poſſeſſion again 
of their Eſtates or Starroſties, and draw 

rom thence their Revenues as formerly, 
onely they ſhould not receive any Taxes or 
Duties from their Subje@s, till ſuch time 
4s the Regiſter were finiſhed, when it would 
be perfer ly known who thoſe were, who 
were to enjoy the priviledges of the Cof- 
ſacks, and who not. 

. 6. That the General of the Coſlacks 
fhould have the . Town of Czerin for his 


proper maintenance,and that Bogdan Kmi- 


elniski at preſent in that charge, and his 
ſucceſſors hood enjoy all Prerogatives be- 
longing thereto, and diſpoſe of all Places 
and Office inthe Army, and ſhould be un- 
der the prote@ion of the Generaliſſimo's of 
the Crown, to whom they ſhould take an 
Oath of unalterable Fidelity; SIDE. 
7. That the Greek Religion which the 
Zaporovian Army profeſſeth, ſhould be 
maintained inits antient Liberty,and thoſe 
Biſhopricks, Monaſteries, Churches, and 
Fccleſtaſtical Revermes , which had been 
»ſurped during thelaſt War ſhould be reſto= 
red. . © 8.

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8. That thoſe of the Nobility, either Ca- 
tholicks or Greeks, who had taken the 
Coſlacks part, 4s alſo the Inhabitants of 
Kiovia ſhould be included in the Bill of 
Oblivion , and conſequently ſhould be re- 
eſtabliſhed in their Eſtates, Rights, Ho- 
nours; and Priviledges; _ wr . 
tence given againſt them, by reaſon of t 
laſt >, ſhould Aon Null and ol 

9. That the Jews ſhould keep their pri- 
viledges of being Free Citizens in the 
Lands belonging tothe King and the Nobi- 
lity; and that they ſhould be permitted to 
Farm their Eſtates and Rights 4s formely. 

Io. That the Tartars who were in the 
Kingdom, ſhould imMfſeiately retreat with- 
out ſpoiling the Countrey, and ſhould not be 
allowed any longer Bnarters therein in 
what place ſoever ;, that the General of the 
Coſlacks ſhould doe bis utmoſt to engage 
them for the future in the ſervice of 
State; butif that he could not accompliſh 
it before the next Diet, be and bis Collicks 
ſhould be bound torenounce their friendſhip, 
and to make War upon them as Enemies to 
the Crown of Poland; and that the Cof- 
lacks ſhould not make any League, not en> 
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tertain any correſpondence with them, or 
any other Neighboring Printe 5 but ſhould 
remain in a perpetual and conſtant Fideli- 
ty and Obedience towards. his Majeſty and 
the State, of whichthey and their Succeſ- 
> -ſors were to give proofs upon all occaſions 
-whenthey ſhould be Commanded. 

II. That as there 'mever was yet any 
Coſlack inrolled for the guard of the Fron- 
tiers of Lythuania 5 ſo ſhould there not be 
any at preſent, but all ſhould remain as it 
was already agreed upon, within the Limits 
of the Palatinacy of Kiovia. 

12. That ſeeing the ſaid City of Kio- 
via was a Metropolitan, 6 a fad eat of Judi- 
cature; therefore th ſhould be KL fes 
Coſlacks Regiſtred therein, 

: 13. That for the greater ſecurity of this 
Treaty, both the Poliſh Commiſſroners and 
the Generalof the Zaporovian Army with 
their Commanders, ſhould be bound by oath 
to keep it; after which the Poliſh genes 
ſhould retire into their Quarters, while 
the Soldiers who were to compoſe the Zapo- 
rovian Army, #zight be choſen out and Re- 
giſtred 3 the Tartars ſhould return into their 
Conntrey, and the Coflacks home, 
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14. That Kmielniski aud the Zaporo- 
vian Army ſDould ſend Deputies to the next 
Diet, moſt humbly to thank, the King and 
the State for the pardon which he had 
granted them. 


A ſhort time after the concluſion of 
this peace, the Great General Potoskz 
died of an Apoplexy in the Town of 
Laticzow, worn out with years and the 
continual weariſome labors of War; in 
which he ſerved, firſt under the famous 
General Zolkiewitz, he had been ina 
languiſhing condition fince his laſt im- 
priſonment in Tartaryz and his great 
courage made him neglett thoſe Re- 
medies neceſlary for the re-eſtabliſh- 
ment of his health; ſo deſiring nothing . 
elſe, as he would openly declare it to 
his friends, but to die in the Wars,and to 
finiſh his lifein his Profeſſion; his deſires 
were at laſt accompliſhed, and beyond 
the ſatisfaction of ending his life ſo glo- 
rioully, he had this alſo; juſt ar his 
death to terminate by his Valor and 
Conduct, a War fo cruel and ruinous to 
his Countrey.
